The two Syrians whose ar- 
rest and continued detention 
were protested were Jack Bog- 
hos, a chauffeur assigned to 
the embassy’s air attache, and 
Faiz Tawil, a senior local em- 
ploye of the embassy’s eco- 
nomic section.

Pravda said Zhukov defend- 
ed himself on this score. point- 
ing out that he had not ad- 
mitted any errors at that time. 

It quoted him as saying:

ciated Transport, Inc., one of 
the largest trucking concerns 
in the field. The Justice De- 
partment opposed that combine 
and challenged the merger per- 
mit in the federal courts, con- 
tending ICC had not given suf- 
ficient consideration tq the 
effect on competition. In that 
case, the Supreme Court held 
the competitive factor was not 
necessarily controlling and held 


‘the merger authority valid 
under Section 5 (11). 


In the L. & N. merger case 
the Justice Department did not 
participate in the proceeding 
before the commission. After- 
wards, when the city of Nash- 
ville appealed to the federal 
courts, the Justice Department 
joined with ICC counsel in de- 
fending the validity of the 
commission order. 

If and when the Central- 
Pennsylvania proposal is put 
before ICC, the commission will 
have to decide three principal 
questions: 

1. Whether the consolida- 
tion would reduce competi- 
tion to a degree which would 
violate the anti-trust laws. 

2. Whether, in the event 
of approval, there would con- 
tinue to be “adequate” com- 
petition in the areas served 
from other’ transportation 
companies. 

‘Public Interest’ Factor. 

3. Whether the over-all re- 
sults of a consolidation of the 
two big lines would be “in 
the public interest.” 

In case after case, the ICC 
has demonstrated that it con- 
siders ‘‘public interest” factor 
to be paramount. A prime ele- 
ment in this factor, as inter- 
preted in many proceedings, 
involves the preservation of 
financially healthy transporta- 
tion companies, which the com- 
mission has repeatedly held to 
be essential to protecting the 
national defense in times of 
emergency. 

Senator Estes Kefauver

The havoc wreaked on defense expenditures 
this fall by the national debt ceiling has made 
it obvious that the ‘Administration erred seri- 
ously last summer in not asking for at least a 
temporary increase as if previous years.

In 
our opinion the debt ceiling ought not to be 
increased. Jt ought to be abolished. 

The debt cefling ts a species of self-deception 
and & Method of exaggerating the power of a 
few Cengressmen who believe that all problems 
tan be solved by not spending -money. 

By passing a law decreeing that the national 
Gebt shall not exceed 278 billion dollars, Con- 
@fessmen comfort themeelves and many of their 
constituents with the thought that soméhdw a 
degree of solvency has been guaranteed. This 
is an illusion. . The basic determinant of federal 
finances is the combination of sums appropriated 
and sums received in revenue. If spending is 
up and taxes down, no power in Washington 
can prevent the incurring of deficits and an 
ultimate rise in the national debt. If taxes are 
up and spending is down, the surplus reduces the 
debt and the legal ceiling becomes superfluous.

What a debt ceiling does accomplish is to 
interpose an artificial barrier, largely political 
in character, between the Government's neces- 
sary functions and its ability to perform them 
in ah orderly way. This méans that a specialist 
in “@conomy”™ like Senator Byrd can wield dis- 
proportionate power by applying through the 
debt limit a leverage he does ndét. command in 
the consideration of appropriations. 

Tt is of course the privilege and duty of 
Senater Byrd of any other member of Congréss 
to defeat if he ca any appropriation bill he 
conscientiously opposes. Specific appropriations, 
however, often are hard to beat because each 
hes a strong case to be made for it. To reduce 
the budget you muét have reasons. In many 
cases, most particularly defense expenditures, 
the reasons for holding down appropriations are 
outweighed by the reasons on the other side. If 
we are going to érr in this field, most of us 
prefer to err on the side of national safety. 

The debt ceiling is different. It is a symbol. 
It is a shibboleth. It is a political nettle. Con- 
gressmen can rally the forces of righteousness 
to mount guard against an increase in the debt 
limit while simultaneously approving the spend- 
ing authorizations which make that increase 
ultimately inevitable. Who is in favor of debt? 
To bare the fangs at debt, by establishing a 
legal limit on it, is as politically safe aé cru- 
sa@ing against vice.

But the results can come close to disaster. 
To a very large degree the drastic nature of 
the current cuts in defense spendifg springs 
stra’cht from the limitation on thé national 
éoy.

restriction. 

It can fairly be said that the Eisenhewer 
Administration bears a large share of the blame 
for the present situation becatise it lacked the 
courage or judgment to apply for an increase 
in the dem limit. Furthéfmote the Adminis- 
tration circumscribed its own freedom of action 
by its foolish campaign talk’ of l0Wef taxés, lower 
spending and lower. debt. He who sows the 
wind of irresponsible promises reaps the whirl- 
wind of politicd]) @¢mbarrassment. But that is a 
minor matter when measured against the na- 
tional welfare. 

Why must we go on with this childish game, 
in which the outs try to hold the debt ceiling 
Gown while the ins aré compelled to raise it; 
at the risk of paralyzing the national will? 

In times when world crisis can change the 
direction of the Budget overnight Congress 
should exert its propef control of expenditures 
the hard way—by selective and diseriminating 
action of appropriations, not by the ¢rushing 
weight of ah arbitraty debt ceiling.

A ufique fiscal limitation, sneered 
at by economists and deplored by gen- 
erals, is imposing a form of ufilateral 
disarmanient upon the United States. 

Unbelievable a& it may seem, the 
single most important reason for the 
recent cutbacks in defense spending— 
whieh reduced Outlays 6h research as 
the Soviet satellite began to whirl 
overhead—is the legal ceiling above 
which the national debt may not rise. 


The device appears to bé peculiar 
to the United States; moreover, it ac- 
tually has meaning. Other countries 
have various légal limitations on such 
matters as borrowing from the céntral 
bank, but ufider their parliamentary 
systems the government can éasily 
have the law changed in any emer- 
gency. But in the United Stetés the 
ceiling is forcing the Administration 
to maké draStic alterations in spend- 
ing programs Which were approved as 
recently as eight months ago. 

This ceiling, tixed at 275 billion dol- 
lars, mé@ans that the Govérniment, 
whéthér short of cash or not, Cannot 
borrow any more once its outstanding 
debts have risen to that point. At the 
beginning of the current fistal year 
on July 1 the national debt was 270.5 
billion dollars. Undér American tax 
law, the bulk of taxés from C¢orpora- 
tiens ‘are paid in March ahd June. 
This means that for the first eight 
months of any fiscal year receipts are 
relatively low, while there is no corre- 
sponding reduction in expenditures. 


Automn and Heayy Borrowing 


Hence the Treasury must invariably 
borrow héavily if thé autumfi months; 
but in recent years, when balanced 
budgets have been regularly achieved 
these borrowings have all been paid 
back in the following spring. 

In each of thé last three years the 
Administration has wrung from a fairly 
willing Congress a temporary rise in 
the débt ceiling, to perMit the autumn 
porfrowings. Each time the law speci- 
fied that at the end of the fiseal year 
the ceiling should drop back to 275 
billion dollars.

Ex- 
penditures for additions to re- 
search and development facil- 
ities also are included. 

Breakdown on Outlay. 

If the Department of De- 
fense is considered as a single 
agency, 24 agencies last’ year 
administered the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s funds for scientific 
research and development. The 
approximate distribution of the 
research dollar for last year 
was 87 cents for the 
sciences (including e 
ing), 11 cents for the life sci- 
ences (biological; medical, agri- 
cultural) and two cents for so- 
cial science. The proportion of 
the over-all research and de- 
velopment outlay for basic re- 
search as opposed te applied 
research and development is 
thought to be about 9 per cent. 

Senator Mike Mansfield 
(Dem.), Montana, said recently 
the situation warrants creation 
of the Cabinet post of Secre- 
tary of Research and Develop- 
ment. He advocated also gov- 
ernment subsidy of promising 
high school students as early as 
the sophomore year and ex- 
panded activities by the Na- 
tional Science Foundation. 

Mansfield’s proposals would 
cut down overlapping and. du- 
plication, particularly in the 
programs of the armed forces. 
They might lead in the direc- 
tion of the Soviet organiza- 
tional system. Recently Nich- 
olas Dewitt, of the Harvard 
University Russian research 
center, described the Soviet 
Academy of Sciences as a re- 
search organization with a staff 
of at least 18,000 and a huge 
budget. In addition to its own 
work the academy co-ordinates 
work being done in universi- 
ties and industries, Dewitt said.

Leans Hinge on Tariffs. 

The longer-range Congres- 
sional problem on which Nixon 
and Dillon are working is the 
extension of the reciprocal 
trade agreement law. This has 
a collateral bearing on foreign 
economic aid because with 
more loans being made than 
outright grants, the recipient 
nations must find the money 
to repay the loans. They can- 
not repay if tariffs prevent 
them from selling their prod- 
ucts in this country. 

In a speech to international 
business men meeting in San 
Francisco last month, Nixon 
called for a five-year extension 
of this law, which was enacted 
under the drive of Roosevelt's 
first Secretary of State, Cor- 
dell Hull. At first sight, five 
years appeared a fantastic goal 
because the usual extension has 


-| been for. three years, and oc- 


casionally for one or two. Nix- 
on did not elaborate this plea. 
One basic reason for the long- 
er extension is clearcut and 
understandable. Six European 
nations—West Germany, Italy, 
France, Belgium, the Nether- 
lands and Luxembourg—have 
almost completed arrangements 
for a “common market” which 
has as its goals the elimination 
of all tariffs among them dur- 
ing the next 12 to 15 years and 
the erection of a new tariff 
wall to “protect” al! these na- 
tions. Britain is trying to re- 
vise this plan for a “free Euro- 
pean market” that would take 
in 17 nations, including the 
Scandinavian. 


Trade Barriers—Up or Down? 


The next five years will de- 
termine what trade barriers 
the Western European nations 
will take down or erect against 
American goods. If the United 
States continues to be the 
world’s greatest exporter, it 
should be in a position to ne- 
gotiate with these nations and 
their contributing overseas 
dependents or associates. A

. IT TOOK James Gould 
Cozzens eight years to write 
“By Love Possessed,” but 
less than two weeks for his 
sensationally successful novel 
to hit the top of the nation’s 
best-seller list.

“Jim just doesn’t like pub- 
licity,” says his wife (and 


literary agent), Sylvia Ber- 
nice Baumgarten.

He feels an author should 
be judged solely by what he 
writes.” 

Except for a few interrup- 
tions, Cozzens’s “work” for 
more than 30 years has been 
the writing of books. This 
is also somewhat of a rarity 
among authors, many of 
whom take frequent sabbatic- 
als to teach or to lecture or 
be seen—and quoted—in

The Professor also provides his stu- 
dents with interesting ideas as to how 
in any organization they can dominate 
their colleagues and superiors and, in 
fact, if they should so desire, rid them- 
selves of them entirely, when necessary 
that is, by causing their retirement. 


And incidentally, the figure on the 
jacket is not a portrait of Parkinson, 
as you might imagine. It is a portrait 
of Mr. Cypher who is the victim of an 
organizational paralysis disease called 
Injelititis. It would be letting you into 
too many secrets to describe it, but by 
itself this chapter should ensure the 
Professor’s arrest on sight. 


All we can say in conclusion is that 
both the Outsider and the Organization 
Man should find: his book invaluable 
and no young man need remain angry 
if he takes its lessons to heart. 


P.S.—In case you start looking for 
Professor Parkinson in order to arrest 
him, my advice is—don’t!

Artists Find It Hard to Say Enough, but Not Too Much 


By GEORGE MeCUE 

AT SOME POINT, as a painting 
or a sculpture nears completion, the 
artist arrives at what is often an agoniz- 
ing step—giving the work a title. 

Sometimes an artist knows, from the 
moment he begins a new project, what 
form it will take and what he will call 
it. Gometimes a title comes to hifm in 
the night, as it does to a writer, a title 
which has about it some germinating 
quality that dictates the whole design 
of a work not previously even con- 
templated. 


It is more likely that he will start 
out with some fairly general idea. 
keeping an alert eye on what is hap- 
pening to the material under his hand, 
and that he will decide what it is when 
he is finished. The title not only 
identifies the work—it also functions 
as a commitment. If the artist names 
it in an early stage, his freedom to 
take advantage of accidents and un- 
expected development in color or line 
is impaired. He also wants to give the 
spectator a little help, but not too 
much. When the spectator sees a paint- 
ing labeled “Storm,” or a sculpture 
called “Dryad,” he starts looking for 
qualities that he associates with weather 
or wood nymphs, instead of letting him- 
self look at the painting as painting, or 
the sculpture as sculpture. 


IN SHOWS WHERE abstraction 
prevails, most spectators take a hope- 
ful look at the title before they look 
at the work. They want a clue, how- 
ever tenuous, that will guide them to 
some point of contact. But*the artist 
may prefer that the spectator form his 
impressions about the work on the 
basis of the work itself, rather than 
from a couple of words on a label at- 
tached to it. 

The result is a whole new litera- 
ture of titles that are going to give 
art historians of a century from now 
a truly awful time. The situation as 
to titles today is well exemplified in 
a list of eight paintings and three 
sculptures just acquired by the Whit- 
ney Museum of American Art in New 
York. The paintings are called ‘““Num- 
ber 1107,” “Blue Territory,” “The 
Heights,” “Fantasia in Blue,” “Storm,” 
“Mahoning,” “Sea Piece” and “High 
Snow—Low Sun II". The sculptures 
are “Mobile,” “Sawkill” and .“Kabuki 
Dancer.” 

Some of these are at least faintly 
descriptive, but a better advance notion 
of what the paintings may be like is 
obtained through knowing that “Fan- 
tasia in Blue” is by Hans Hoffmann, 
“Mahoning” by Franz Kline and “Sea 
Piece” by John Marin. “Mobile” is by 
Alexander Calder, and it tells that the 
work is a mobile. But which mobile 
out of all that Calder has made? Only 
Calder knows.

RICHARD STRAUSS’ OPERA 
“Der Rosenkavalier” has been recorded 
by an all-star cast, a description that 
applies to the minor roles as well as 
the major ones. and necessarily includes 
the Philharmonia Orchestra and the 
conductor Herbert von Karajan. (Angel, 
Four 12-inch LPs with German-English 
text and explanatory notes.) Elizabeth 
Schwartzkopf as the Feldmarschallin 
is both dreamily romantic and worldly 


in spirit and in consequence approxi- 
mates more closely the composer's idea 
of the woman being represented than 
the more searching interpretation 
which Lotta Lehmann made famous. 
Certainly Mme. Schwartzkopf conveys 
with her voice alone the feelings of a 
womah who is still young enough to 


- be attractive in every sense. 


The performances of her associates 
are also distinguished for their vocal 
lustre and their discriminating charac- 
terizations. They include Otto Edel- 
mann, (Baron Ochs), Christa Ludwig 
(Octavian), Teresa Strich-Randall 
(Sophie), Eberhard Waechter (Faninal), 
and Nicolai Gedda (the Italian singer). 

Ljuba Welitsch lends her superior 
talents to the minor part of Marianne, 
the duenna. 


KARAJAN EXACTS a glowing 
performance from the orchestra and 
keeps the performance shapely, sus- 
tained and closely knit. Included in 
the explanatory brochure Strauss is 
quoted as saying that the opera should 


be conducted with “light, fluid” tempi. 


With this in mind I must say that Kara- 
jan sometimes produced a heavier tex- 
ture’ than Strauss seemed to prefer. 
In the dialogues between Octavian and 
the Feldmarschallin the two voices, 
each lovely in itseif, were too similar 
in texture to allow the appropriate con- 
trasts. These are minor carpings. The 
production as a whole is splendid and

the title of an art work should dis- 
tinguish it from others by the same 
artist, and should identify it somehow 
in the realm of art generally. A refer- 
ence to Giorgione’s “Sleeping Venus” 
conveys the idea of a specific image 
of luscious flesh tones, a crimson vel- 
vet cushion, a white satin cloth and a 
landscape all in one widely-known 
painting. 

A REFERENCE TO “Still Life” 
by Picasso, like a reference to the Pa- 
cific Ocean, covers a vast territory. 
The prolific Spanish master’s still lifes 
have been nailed down to some extent 
in art indexes by including dates and 
names of .owners. Some of his still 
life titles include such limiting phrases 
as “With Guitar,” or “With an Enamel 
Saucepan,” but they don’t scratch the 
surface. Some day, somebody is going 
to have to work out something for 
Picasso like Kochel’s Catalogue of Mo- 
zart’s works, with an index number 
permanently assigned to each one. 


ARTISTS OCCASIONALLY 
think wistfully that symphonic compos- 
ers have it pretty good when they sim- 
ply give their works numbers in the 
order of emergence, and identify the 
movements within each work merely 
by giving them the Italian term for 
the mood and tempo involved. Paint- 
ings titled “Allegro,” “Adagio,” 
“Fugue,” “Intermezzo” and the like 
turn. up fairly frequently, and so do 
works identified only by numbers, but 
anything this systematic seems to be 
repugnant to most artists. A good many 
modern works are named at studio 
parties, where friends of the artist 
make the round of his  exhibition- 
bound and still untitled works with 
drink in hand. By the time the re-

freshments are gone, the titles have 
all been supplied, even if the last one 
is something like “Parradiddie, 5 A.M.” 


PAINTINGS IN THE Dada tra- 
dition had wonderful titles. One that 
should make free souls everywhere 
toss their hats in the air and cheer is 
the one that Max Ernst applied to an 
anatomical chart altered with gouache. 
The title: “The Gramineous Bicycle 
Garnished with Bells the Dappled Fire 
Damps and the Echinoderms Bending 
the Spine to Look for Caresses.” This 
fascinating work, and its title, will be 
on view at the City Art Museum when 
the show, “German Art of the Twentieth 
Century” comes in January. 


The eighteenth century painters were 
great ones for titles. Many paintings 
then were story-telling works, and the 
title served as a sort of program note. 
“The Father’s Curse,”. by Jean-Baptiste 
Greuze, requires not only the title to 
understand what the excitement is all 
about but the additional explanation 
that Father and Son are being re- 
Strained by Mother and Sister and 
Little Brother, and that Son insists 
on departing with the leering army re- 
cruiting officer without Father’s con- 
sent. A companion painting, “The 
Son’s Punishment,” has the young man 
returning, too late, and finding his 


father dead and the females shedding 
bitter tears. 


If anyone still yearns for this sort 
of thing, he can find it being played 
tongue-in-cheek on Captain William 
Mencke’s Golden Rod Showboat on the 
St. Louis riverfront, or he can find 
it being played straight on some tele- 
vision programs. But he won't find 


it, thank heaven, in any art exhibition. °

THE VETERAN PIANIST Wil- 
helm Backhaus presents another solo 
recital devoted to the piano music of 
Johannes Brahms. Backhaus is a com- 
plete master of the Brahms idiom, with 
its predominantly serious character, 
and he plays with tonal beauty and a 
reliable technical proficiency. In the 
recording I heard, the sound wandered 
off pitch in sustained notes. The con- 
tent of the record consists of eight in- 
termezzi, the Capriccio in B Minor 
Opus 76, the Rhapsody in B Minor and 
the Romance in F Major. (London, 
One 12-inch LP.) 


THE CHAMBER MUSIC ensemble 
of Berlin Philharmonic Orchestra plays 
the Beethoven Septet in E Flat with a 
highly satisfactory finish. The timbre 
of the clarinet, horn and bassoon is par- 
ticularly impressive. This early work is 
conspicuous for its charm, a quality that 
the composer himself evidently did not 
regard too highly. He lost interest in 
the work during his “Sturm und Drang” 
period and was embarrassed by the 
public's continued enthusiasm for it. 
(Decca, One 12-inch LP.) 


THE AMADEUS QUARTET with 
the assistance of a supplementary viola 
brings an exciting ebullience of spirit 
to the performance of Mozart's great 
Quintet in C Major (K.515). As the 
brightness of this performance is also 
accompanied by careful shading and a 
satisfying overall finish it is with re- 
luctance that the astringent tone of the 
first violin is mentioned. (Angel, One 
12-inch LP, Library Series.) 
IN ASSOCIATING HIMSELF 
with Capitol Records Leopold Stokow- 
ski has evidently brought with him the 
rights to earlier recordings he made 
for another company when he was con- 
ductor of the Philadelphia Orchestra. 
So Capitol now offers a recording of 
six “Landmarks of a distinguished ca- 
reer” abstracted from 78 RPM master 
discs. They consist of Bach's Toccata 
and Fugue in D Minor, Debussy s 
“Clair de Lune” and “Afternoon of a 
Faun,” the “Swan of Tuonela” and 
“Finlandia” by Sibelius and “The Blue 
Danube” by Richard Strauss. Though 
somewhat veiled the sound is still good. 
good enough, certainly, to emphasize 
Stokowski’s ability for exacting ¢x- 
traordinary sonorities from an orches- 
tra. (One 12-inch LP.) 
SCHUBERT’S SYMPHONY NO. 2 in B 
Flat and Symphony No. 6 in C Major 
are presented in straightforward, com- 
petent performances by the Bamber:

Hilsberg to Conduct Two Concerts 


TWO MORENEWCOMERS to the St. Louis Symphony 
Urchestra, Eugene Istomin, pianist, and Alexander Hilsberg, 
conductor, will appear at the concerts Saturday evening at 
840 and next Sunday afternoon at 3 o'clock in the Kiel 
\uditorium Opera House. 

The program will consist of Bach’s Toccata and Fugue in 
D Minor, scored for orchestra by Leopold Stokowski; Rach- 
maninoff’s Concerto No. 2 in C Minor for Piano and Orches- 
tra, and Brahms’ Symphony No. 4 in E Minor, Opus 98 

Eugene Istomin has participated in every Casals festival 
since the Spanish cellist began the event in 1950 at Prades, 
France. Istomin began concertizing at full pace after he won 
the Philadelphia Orchestra Youth Contest and the Leventritt 
{ward in 1943. Both he and Alexander Hilsberg have made 
foreign tours sponsored by the American National Theater 
and Academy. 

Hilsberg accepted his present position of conductor and 
music director of the New Orleans Orchestra in 1952, and 
since then has considerably extended the orchestra's activities. 
Hilsberg came to this country from China in 1924, where 
he had: gone during the Russian Revolution. Shortly after- 
wards he became concertmaster of the Philadelphia Or- 
chestra under Leopold Stokowski, and he was made asso- 
ciate conductor to Eugene Ormandy in 1946.

Beethoven No Genius 


Production Was Slow, Tortuous

THE WORD “GENIUS” has probably fallen heir to 
More abuse than any other word in the English language. 
It absorbs terrible punishment, from both the uneducated, 
who tend to regard genius as anything impossible or incom- 
prehensible to themselves, and from intellectuals 

Musicians, being esoteric chaps, tend to receive more than 
their share of the genius blight; and composers, being the 
esoteric of the esoteric, frequently receive the charge broad- 
side. Of all composers, none has been more sorely maligned 
in this manner than Beethoven. No discussion of Beethoven, 
no article much less a biography—seems complete without 
unlimited reference to “Beethoven the genius” or ‘‘the genius 
of Beethoven.” Nothing could be more slanderous, and noth- 
ing could perform a greater disservice to Beethoven. 

Webster defines “genius” as, among other things, “ex- 
traordinary power of invention or origination of any kind.” 
Now this is a sturdy, unassailable definition, but, with re- 
gard to music, it lacks completeness. If inventive power or 
originality were the sole measures of musical genius, both 
Berlioz and Scriabin, to cite only two, would outstrip Bee- 
thoven, as they were remarkably imaginative men. 
TRUEMUSICALGENIUS, it seems to me, is the enor- 
mous total of two ingredients: The ability to create with great 
facility and the production of consistently superior music. 
This definition, more rigorous than Webster's, eliminates all 
but a very few composers. Orlando di Lasso was a genius. 
Wolfgang Mozart was probably the supreme musical genius 
of our culture, displaying incredible fecundity and exquisite 
taste. Sebastian Bach might conceivably be regarded as a 
genius, although his own observations that his music cost 
him much labor shed a certain doubt upon the subject. But 
of Beethoven there can be no doubt. In the exact sense here 
indicated Beethoven was no genius. 

A cursory glance through his sketch books, or even at 

one of his autographs, reveals that the distance between the 
conception and the realization, not only of entire composi- 
tions, but of apparently simple and inevijable themes was 
a gigantic one. Beethoven's finished products are so exalted 
that it is often difficult to realize that his initial ideas were 
often trivial. It is in this very triviality that Beethoven's 
lack of genius most obviously manifests itself. Mozart, for 
example, created in a single stage; when he altered a score, 
he was inclined to abandon an idea as unsuitable, rather 
than subject it to extensive revision. The difference in 
facility between Mozart and Beethoven is the difference 
between a genius and a master. 
WE NEED NOT VALUE Beethoven any the less for 
lacking genius, for the simple reason that, being a master, he 
required none. A personality of dogged perserverance 
coupled to a supremely disciplined intelligence and a highly 
developed sense of taste more than compensated for the 
missing element. Beethoven struggled and wrestled with 
his materials, but he was usually victorious, and results are 
what we evaluate. 

Genius is only a means to an end, and, as Beethoven so 
eloquently proves, a completely expendable means. Without 
it he scaled the heights, and if he contributed little to the 
form of development of music, he revolutionized its style. 
For Beethoven’s contribution to music was a personal one. 
He eschewed innovation in most instances; his experimental 
efforts—the Ninth Symphony Finale, the C Sharp Minor 
Quartet, the Choral Fantasia and the Battle Symphony, to 
mention a few conspicuous examples—are isolated and in 
nO way connected with the main stream of his own growth.

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New Art in New Mexico 


Crafts Take Contemporary Turn 


By ELOISE LANG 
MANY YEARS BEFORE THE SANTA FE 4nd Taos 
art colonies brought fame to New Mexico, a different form 
of art was well established in the vicinity. The artisans were 
the Pueblo, the Navaho, and the other Indian tribes who 
inhabited that arid, rocky land. 

With an innate sense of design, the potter began to 
decorate her plain vessels with what she saw about her: the 
wild flowers, the animals, rain clouds and jagged lightning. 
The weaver, beginning with wool in its natural colors and 
later experimenting with vegetable dyes, worked into his 
blankets and rugs the traditional tribal designs and sym- 
bols, which included many naturalistic representations. The 
silversmith, who learned the craft from the Spanish con- 
querors, ornamented his wares with such motifs as the 
squash blossom, lightning, eagle and bear claw. 

Today, descendants of these early Indigns are still turn- 
ing out rugs, pottery and jewelry in the time-honored man- 
ner, many fashioned to appeal to the tourist. Howeve> 
others are departing from the stereotyped formula and ai-e 
bringing the old crafts to high levels in contemporary art. 
In this werk, the Indian is joined with the Spanish-American 
and other artisans who followed in the wake of the Santa 
Fe and Taos art colonies in the folk arts. 


THE RESULT HAS BEEN to give vitality and a new 
direction to these ancient crafts, at the same time retain- 
ing their native quality. 

Among craftsmen who have made notable contributions 
to this effort are the Indian potter, Maria, of San Ildefonso 
Pueblo; silversmith Vidal Aragon, a young Santo Domingo 
Pueblo Indian; weaver Alice Parrott, a Santa Fe resident of 
Japanese ancestry; and weaver David Ortega, of the old 
Spanish-American town of Chimayo. 

From Maria's talented hands have come softly polished 
black bowls and platters, free of ornamentation. The lines 
are pure and the ‘shapes are simple. This lovely pottery 
is wholly lacking in a regional stamp, and would be at home 
in the most contemporary setting. 

Young silversmith Vidal Aragon has turned from the 

stylized rococo designs so prevalent in his craft to abstract 
forms. Many of his pieces are based on traditional pat- 
terns, as a ijightning motif from Hohocom Indian pottery, or 
a parrot design from an ancient jar, but the effect is far 
from archaic. The forms are free and clean, and have @ 
certain functional simplicity. 
ALTHOUGH THE WEAVERS, Alice Parrott and 
David’ Ortega, are from divergent backgrounds, both have 
created outstanding designs. Mrs. Parrott, wife of Allen 
Parrott, curator at the International Folk Art Museum .in 
Santa Fe, was born in Honolulu. She has taught at the 
Oniversity of New Mexico. Ortega, who was taught to weave 
by his father, and is in turn teaching his small son the 
craft, operates a weaving shop in the old mountain village 
of Chimayo, north,.of Santa Fe, 

Examples of Mrs. Parrott’s work were recently exhibited 
at the Museum of New Mexico. Included were two wall 
hangings of unusual interest. One, woven of natural linen, 
Russian olive bark and Japanese grass, was suspended from 
a rod to show the penetration of light through the almost 
pure white material. The other was woven of cotton, striped 
rayon, linen and jute in an inlay tapestry design. Its colors 
were warm earth tones—sepia, ochre, saffron yellow and dark 


brown. In both these hangings, the varied texture of the 
materials created a three-dimensional effect. 

IN AN EXHIBIT at the Museum of International Folk 
Art, an enthusiastic reception was given to David Ortega’s 
interpretation of an old design in a contemporary rug. It 
is composed of a six-inch background of fine stripes in 
light gray, light buff and black with a one-inch white sepa- 
ration. The combination of colors is completely neutral, 
and an excellent backdrop for a modern interior. 

Although these are all professionals, following the new 
trend in old crafts, there are many amateurs working in the 
same direction. A group of these, Los Artes Populares of 
Taos, lists among its members business people, housewives 


and others in the community. They are designing and weav- 
ing fabrics with traditional motifs, such as santos, birds, leaves 
and flowers, and are working in tin and leather. The papier 
mache figures featured in parades during local fiestas are 
also made by them. Their work contains a large porportion 
of the handmade or “native” quality, but they give much of 
it a modern form.

Doctor Buys Contemporary 


Customized Home--All New 
Modern Furnishings to Fit 


When a family moves into a 
new house, especially one cus- 
tom-built to the family’s own 
particular needs, most or all 
of the old furnishings are re- 
tained, pending gradual re- 
placement. But, when that 
furniture is all Chippendale, 


and the house is the last word 
in contemporary architecture, 
it could, conceivably, result in 
something akin to schizophre- 
nia for the entire family. 

On the other hand, when a 
family occupies a new con- 
temporary home, and . pur- 
chases practically all new fur- 
nishings in a contemporary 
vein, the result is a pleasing 
blend of architecture and in- 
terior decor. 

Dr. and Mrs. J. D. Hicks 
purchased a Fischer and Frich- 
tel Plantation home at 14839 
Ralls drive, in Carrollton, 
after selling their traditional- 
styled residence at 3969 Can- 
erbury, in Pasadena Hills. 

Space for Entertaining. 

Consultations with the 
Fischer and Frichtel architec- 
tural department followed, with 
the following basic changes 
resulting: 

1. Since the Hicks have no 
children, and only occasionally 
have overnight guests, it was 
decided to eliminate the parti- 
tion between the second and 
third bedrooms. 

2. The family does a lot of 
entertaining, however, so more 
“party” room must be provided. 
Accordingly, what would ordi- 
narily have been the patio was 
glazed and roofed in. Since the 
home design already provided 
for a den, the sliding doors 
which would separate the two 
areas could be parted to create 
a huge open area of more than 
850 square feet—living room, 
“indoor patio,” den, and dining 
room. The completed job, as 
it is now furnished, has seating 
for upwards to 50 persons, not 
counting outside patio chairs 
and lounges. 

Inside the home, the basic 
Fischer and Frichtel design 
characteristics are evident— 
acoustical plaster coiling, which 
slopes with the plane of the 
roof; plastic bubble skylight in 
the master bathroom: use of ex- 
terior building materials (like 
red brick) as part of the inter- 
jor finish, together with lath 
and plaster. 

But it is in the furnishings, 
and their arrangement, that 
the real character of the home 
is revealed. The owners con- 
tacted Norven Bly, long (since 
1937) an advocate of contem- 
porary interior styling, and 
commissioned him to do the 
ob. 

Sand and Brass. 

Bly specified a sand-colored 
wall-to-wall carpet in the liv- 
ing room, dining room and 
hallway, in an_— especially 
woven, deep fone inch) pile 
staple cotton. Facing the entry 


is a group of five pieces, ar- 
ranged in a manner that typi- 
fies the Bly school of design. 

The main unit is half of a 
two-piece bumper-end, tuxedo- 
arm sectional, with a cutaway 
back. Projecting behind the 
section (so it is almost a part 
of it) is a large, horizontal 
hanging, in a Persian ~motif. 
The bottom of this hanging is 
the same height as the seat of 
the sectional. In front of the 
painting is a low, circular table 
in brass, with a top of two- 
inch-square ceramic tiles in 
crazed yellow gold. 


Atop the table is a tall buff 
lamp. And to the right of the 
sectional, and on a level with 
the back, is an elliptical-design 
eight-day clock, in cocoa and 
gold. This clock, only 32 
inches above the floor, is 
clearly the number one eye- 
arrester in the entire home. 


“By arrangement,” explained 
Bly, “these five pieces have 
become an integrated group— 
a unit. They form a warm little 
island of liveability—a casual, 
but orderly arrangement in 
terms of eye appeal and in 
terms of function.” 


The Fischer and Frichtel de- ; 


sign staff retained the two 
glass walls with sliding glass 
doors, one off the ljving room 
and one off the den, 


room. Bly hung them with 
sheer traverse draperies of 
gold and silver casement cloth, 
overhung with end panels in 
a bold geometric print. 


Another Interest Center. 


The living room has another 
center of interest opposite the 
above grouping and adjacent 
to the front door. 

There, against the brick 
wall, is the other part of the 
sectional (this part seats fotir), 
together with a normal-height 
end table and a lamp. Behind 
the cutaway back of this piece 
is an espalier lemon tree, a 
composition in pewter and cop- 
per, imported from Barcelona, 
Spain. Next to it, and centered 
above the back of the sectional, 
is a backlighted fleur-de-lis, 
over an antique ivory sun- 
burst composition. What-not 
shelves on the other side of 
the entry door, part of the 
original architecture, are occu- 
pied by reproductions of prim- 
itive carvings exhibited by the 
Museum of Modern Art, in 
New York. 


A third grouping in the liv- 
ing area consists of a two-door 
console chest in gunstock wal- 
nut, with cane doors; a match- 
ing side chair, and a hanging 
which deserves a paragraph by 
itself, to wit:

Opera Singer Gets into TV 


To Broaden Scope of Talents 
By William Ewald 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2—(UP). 


TRICE MUNSEL, the first Metropolitan Opera star ever to pilot her own network 
TV series, wants to get one thing straight—she’s not a square. 


"It’s terrible, the picture some people 
have of — she said with a fetch- 
ing pout. * et this image of a big 
fat soprano gn Fe ing away, clutching a 
big white handkerchief. She is — 
something that not only sounds awful, 
i# sounds comic.” 

Miss Munsel, a soprano who is neither 
fat nor puffing, clutched a billowy white 
napkin and dugq vigorously into her 
chopped sirloin. “They think of us as a 
bunch of squares. Well, I'm not a 
square and neither are many of the 
other singers | know. 

"That's one of the reasons | was so 
anxious to do this TV show—! wanted to 
show people that opera singers don't 
weigh 280 pounds, that they're human 
and know how to have fun." 


MISS MUNSEL'S program is an ABC- 
TV entry (KTVI, 7:30 p.m. Fridays) in 
which she is assisted by her husband, 
Bob Schuler, who is producing the show. 
It's a musical variety program although 
Miss Munsel says she likes to slip in 
an operatic aria now and then “just so 
the viewers can get to learn for them- 
selves that opera isn't so bad. 

"| don't think that a show that sticks 
to one brand of music is as entertaining 
as the kind that gives you a little of 
everything,” she said. "! can sing all 
kinds. The sponsor told me ! Gould do 
anything | want to do, and that's one 
of the reasons | decided fo get into 
TV. And of course, the money—! won't 
say that had nothing to do with it.”

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Miss Munsel, who is also ticketed for 
12 performances at the Metropolitan 
this season, is aware that she may be 
in for a grueling go. “It's going to be 
taxing,” she said. “Fortunately, | have 
a husband whe is a good organizer, 
and the Met has cooperated so | won't 
have any performances on Friday, the 
day of my show. But | will have.some 
Saturday performances, and that may 

a little rough. 

"But | want to diversify my talents 
and this is my chance. I've done light 
opera, a motion picture, ‘Melba,’ and 
worked Las Vegas with an act. I’ve al- 
ways liked TV. I'm doing the best | 
can. If the public doesn't like the show, 
well, too bad. But it's nothing to lose 
your peace of mind over.” 

* 


MISS MUNSEL, often called “Prin- 
cess Pat of the Met,” emerged from 
obscurity to the spotlight rather spec- 
tacularly. She was only a 17-year-old 
girl, in low-heeled shoes, white socks 
and well-worn raincoat when she au- 
ditioned and won a spot on radio's 
"Metropolitan Auditions of the Air.” 

On the next Sunday, before an esti- 
mated audience of 10,000,000, Patrice 
sang "The Mad Scene” from “Lucia 
Di Lammermoor.” Three weeks later 
she was handed $1000 for winning the 
auditions, @ $1000 scholarship fund, a 
“¥ contract, and Sol Hurok's guarantee 

of $120,000 over a period of three 
years. 

A few months later, in December. 
1943, Patrice Munsel, the youngest 
sincer ever to debut at the Met. 
stepped on the Stage and sang the role 
of Philine in “Mignon” as though it

were a nightly occurrence. The audience 
gave her a seven-minute ovation. 

Since then, beside her opera work, 
Miss Munsel has appeared in the musi- 
cals “Naughty Marietta” and “Rose 
Marie” and has made concert tours both 
in this country and abroad. In Sweden, 
critics compared her to the great Jenny 
Lind. 

Miss Munsel and her husband live 
high above New York's Central Park. 
They have two children, a daughter 
Heidi and son Rhett. As for her suc- 
cess in living two lives—that of prima 
donna and of wife and mother—she has 
this simple explanation: 

‘t don't believe that we live different 
lives, but that we enrich a single life 
through different sources. The discipline 
| learned in my professional life helps 
me in my role as wife and mother; and 
the truths and values that | have learned 
as Mrs. Robert Schuler have made more 
mature artist of Patrice Munsel.”

ICK DANA, a former St. 
D)rouisan, writes from his 

Carolina home to register 
disagreement with the selec- 
tion of Fred Haney of the 
World Champion Milwaukee 
Braves as National League 
manager of the year. 

In a pre-season poll of 
baseball writers. conducted 
by a national magazine, Dana 
recalls, only one prognosti- 
cator picked the Cardinals to 
finish as high as second. The 
consensus was that the Car- 
dinals would wind up in the 
fourth spot, whereas almost 
all the so-called experts 
picked the Braves to walk 
away with the pennant. 

“Haney and the Braves did 
only what everybody expect-- 
ed them to do,” Dana writes. 
“In contrast Fred Hutchin- 
son, even contending for 
first place until that nine- 
day period of disaster, did 
the unexpected and in my 
book certainly deserved the 
honor of being the league's 
outstanding manager for 
1957.” 

There is a strong case for 
Hutchinson, of course. The 
Braves had their bad luck 
and injuries, losing: Joe Ad- 
cock for a long stretch and 
Bill Bruton during the criti- 
eal period, but Haney still 
was wealthy. He had War- 
ren Spahn, Lew Burdette 
and Bob Buhl as a nucleus of 
a fine pitching staff and he 
had a rich bull pen with left- 
handed and right-handed re- 
lief men. 

Hutchinson, in contrast, 
didn’t have one pitcher who 
by performance this year or 
on his past record could be 
expected to be a _ stopper. 
And until the last few days, 
Hutch had only one left- 
hander. In the outfield the 
Cardinals didnt have one 
complete major leaguer. In 
manipulating Hutch had to 
alternate outfielders who

Foreigners in Title 
Bout at Los Angeles. 


HERE will be an unusual 

boxing match in Los An- 

geles Wednesday, which 
may be seen here on televi- 
sion, Station KTVI, Channel 
2, at 9 p.m. 
tween Raul (Raton) Macias 
of Mexico and Alphonse Ha- 
limi, an Algerian born 
Frenchman, for the bantam- 
weight championship of the 
world, in which division the 
weight limit is 118 pounds. 

It is very unusual for two 
non-residents of the United 
States to fight for a world 
title in this country. The 
chief reason for the situa- 
tion is—surprise—money. 

Los Angeles with its large 
Mexican colony and _ with 
Mexico within reasonable dis- 
tance of L.A., the promoter, 
George Parnassus (of Greek 
extraction) believes he will 
draw a larger crowd and 
larger receipts than could be 
attracted anywhere else in 
the world to see the two 
little fellows settle a dispute 
of long standing as tc who is 
the champion bantam. 

The muddled situation in 
the class started back in 
1954 when the Australian, 
Jimmy Carruthers, retired as 
champion after a successful 
defense against Chamrern 
Songkitrat at Bangkok, Thai- 
land. 

Robert Cohen of France 
defeated Songkitrat at Bang- 
kok on Sept. 19, 1954, and 
claimed the title, and his 
claim was upheld by Euro- 
pean and World boxing au- 
thorities. 

Cohen was stopped by 
Mario D’Agata of Italy in 
the sixth round on June 29, 
1956, and D’Agata lost to 
Halimi, April 1 of this year. 


Macias Stakes Claim. 


EANWHILE Macias, who 
Mera the Mexican and 
the North American ban- 
tamweight titles, declared 
that Cohen, who was then 
champion, refused to meet 
him for the championship 
and arranged a match with 
Songkitrat in San Francisco. 
The National Boxing Asso- 
ciation recognized the match 
as for the title but the World 
Championship Committee re- 
fused to go along. 

Macias stopped Songkitrat 
in the eleventh round and 
the Thailand boxer was so 
badly used that he announced 
his retirement from the ring 
to return to his full job as 
lieutenant of police. 

There were efforts made 
to get Macias and D’Agata 
together and then when the 
Italian lost to Halimi, over- 
tures were made to him to 
meet Macias to clear the title 
and the Frenchman finally 
accepted an offer of $50,000 
and expenses to oppose the 
Mexican in Los Angeles. 

The match, scheduled to be 
held in Wrigley Field, has 
caused a furor among the 
Mexicans to whom Raton 
(Little Mouse) is a national 
hero and it is expected that 
Mexicans from Mexico as 
well as those who now make 
California their home _ will 
throng to the ball park for 
what they confidently expect 
will be a triumph for Macias. 

Both men have excellent 
records. Macias has won 3l 
out of 32 fights, 19 by knock- 
outs. He was knocked out 
once, by Billy Peacock, who 
broke his jaw and put Macias 
out of action for six months. 

Halimi has won 20 out of 
21 professional bouts, 12 by 
knockouts, and he holds a 
point decision over Peacock 
gained in 10 rounds in Paris. 

Macias rules the betting 
favorite at 7 to 10, due, pos- 
sibly, to the fact that he’s 
fighting on his home grounds 
and betore a nome crowd. 


Welter Among Welters. 


HAT is quite a situation 
T among the 147-pound 

welterweights. Virgil 
Akins defeated the top man 
in the division, Tony De 
Marco, in the hope of suc- 
ceeding Carmen Basilio as 
the champion but. only the 
State of Massachusetts and a 
few other points recognized 
it as a title bout. 

Now the World Champion- 
ship Committee, Julius Hel- 
fand, chairman, has issued 
the names of six men to take 
part in a tournament for the 
vacated title and De Marco’s 
name is not among them. 
Still Akins has a return en- 
gagement with De Marco in 
January. 

Akins, Vince Martinez, Gil 
Turner, Gaspar Ortega of 
Mexico, George Barnes, the 
British Empire champion 
and Isaac Logart of Cuba 
have been named to take 
part. 

Eddie Yawitz, manager of 
Akins, stated that his man 
will enter the tournament 
but will go through with his 
return with De Marco and 
fight whom he sees fit. 

Virgil would have at least 
an even chance to defeat any 
of the others in the group 
and it would not be surpris- 
ing if he beat any or all of 
them at the weight. 

Turner gained a decision 
over Akins recently but 


- Turner usually campaigns as 


a middleweight and it is 
doubtful if he can get down 
to the welterweight limit 
and be strong; Martinez has 
consistently refused to box 
Akins, while Logart owns a 
decision over Akins but Vir-

Ortega probably would be 
the toughest foe for Akins, 
although little is known 
here about Barnes.

The city is normally Demo- 
cratic, and political pundits 
generally expect Wagner to win 
handily. A victory for Chris- 
tenberry would be an upset. 

Wagner, 46 years old, is the 
son of the late Senator who 
sponsored the Wagner Act and 
other New Deal legislation. He 
has been in politics almost | 
steadily since being elected a 
state assemblyman in 1937, 

Christenberry, 58, born in 
McLemoresville, Tenn., is a 
hotel executive and former 
chairman of the New York 
State Athletic Commission. | 
This is his first bid for elec- 
tive office. 


Less Than Last Year. 

The registration for the elec- 
tion is 2,439,972. This is less 
than in the Presidential elec- 
tion last year but more than in | 
the last mayoralty election four | 
years ago. 

As the challenger for the 
$40,000-a-year job, Christen- 
berry has waged an aggressive 
campaign in attacking the city | 
administration. Wagner has 
been in the position of defend- | 
ing his record. 

Christenberry has seized on 
news events as campaign ma- | 
terial. | 

The recent murder of Albert | 
Anastasia, executioneer of the | 
old gang known as Murder, 
Inc., in a midtown hotel bar- 
bershop, was used by Christen- : 
berry as an argument that the 
administration wag lax against 
crime.

profit. civic organization sup- 
ported by membership of local 
business firms and persons, re- 
quires a minimum annual in- 
come of $175,000. In recent 
vears its income has keen only 
half that amount, he said. 

The Convention Bureau 
serves as official host to solicit 
conventions for St. Louis and 
to handle hotel reservations, 
registration of delegates and 
other services for groups meet- 
ing here. 

“Unless the additional funds 
are forthcoming within the 
next 60 days, the Convention 
Bureau will be forced to make 
drastic cuts in the services it 
renders to organizations hold- 
ing conventions here,” Stifel 
declared. “This could mean a 
loss of $7,000,000 income for 
our community through cancek 
lation of conventions already 
scheduled for St. Louis.” 

In the last year, he said, the 
bureau was responsible for 
bringing 369 conventions to St. 
Louis with a total attendance 
of 129,924 non-residents. He 
said the delegates spend more 
than $14,000,000, which does 
not include transportations to 
and from St. Louis, nor the 
expenditures made by the or- 
ganizations themselves. 

Stifel stated that convention 
expenditures each year include 
more than $2,000,000 spent 
with local retailers, more than

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Rdisiaistiation’s About - Face 
On Dixon-Yates Shown in Suit

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2—In 
completing its defense this 


week against the $1,893,586 
damage suit brought by the 
Dixon-Yates utility combine, 
the Eisenhower Administration 
executed a full about-face from 
the position it took two years. 
ago. 

How successful this reversal 
will be will depend initially on 


the United States Court of 
Claims, which will decide 


whether the taxpayers must re- 
imburse Dixon-Yates for the 
money it spent on an ill-fated 
power project designed to feed 
private power into the lines 
of the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority. 

Serious questions of public 
policy were raised at almost 
every stage of the Dixon-Yates 
affair, and the damage trial 
was no exception. The five 
judges of the Court of Claims 
will have to determine, in ef- 
fect, whether the Government 
can be held liable when one of 
its employes is accused of serv- 
ing two masters. 

Eventually, the Supreme. 
Court is expected to be asked 
to review the case and rule 
on the validity of the contract 
between the Atomic Energy 
Commission and the Mississippi 
Valley Generating Co., the 
Dixon-Yates operating subsidi- 
ary set up to build the power 
generating plant. 

Plaintiff's Contention. 

Attorneys for the plaintiff 
company contend the Govern- 
ment welshed on a valid legal 
agreement and  Dixon-Yates 
therefore is entitled to dam- | 
ages. Regardless of the role 
played by one Adolphe H. Wen- 
zell, this argument goes, Dixon- 
Yates entered into the con- 
tract in good faith. 

In the light of all the state- 
ments made in 1955 by high- 
ranking officials of the execu- 
tive branch, from President 
Eisenhower on down, the Gov- 
ernment’s position today is not 
s0 simple. 

When the activities of Wen- 
zell, then a vice president “of 
First Boston Corp., a New 
York investment banking firm, 
were disclosed in February 
1955, the Administration came 
quickly to his defense with 
emphatic denials that there was 
anything improper about his 
role as a consultant to the 
Bureau of the Budget. | 

Repeatedly, Mr. Eisenhower 
and his subordinates denied 
that any conflict of interest was 
involved. The Chief Executive 
upheld the contract as being in 
the public interest and mini- 
mized Wenzell’s role in the 
contract preliminaries. 

At his press conference on 
June 29, 1955, Mr. Eisenhower 


stated: “Mr. Wenzell was never 
called in or asked a single 
thing about the Dixon-Yates 


contract’ On July 6, a report- 


er asked whether he. still 
thought Wenzells role was 
proper and the President re- 
plied: “Indeed, yes.” 

Now, however, the Govern- 
ment contends that Wenzell 


plaved a very substantial part 
in the negotiations that led up 
to the contract and that, fur- 
thermore, his alleged conflict 
of interest has raised such se- 
rious doubt about the validity 
of the contract that the matter 
must be threshed out in the 
courts. 
Position of Strauss. 

Testifying before a Senate 
investigating committee in De- 
cember 1955, after Mr. Eisen- 
hower had canceled the con- 
tract, Chairman Lewis L.. 
Strauss of the AEC declared: 
“The opinion of our general 
counsel . States that it ap- 
pears that Mr. Wenzell, while 
having a conflicting private in- 
terest, acted as and | am 
quoting—‘one of the principal 
advisers of the Government in 
the negotiation and formation 
of the terms of reference upon 
which the contract was based.’ ”’ 

Early in January 1954, Wen- 
zell was asked by Joseph M. 
Dodge, then Budget Director, 
to advise the Budget Bureau on 
financing aspects of the pro- 
poval which ultimately became 
the Dixon-Yates contract. Wen- 
zell worked with the bureau 
staff until April 10.of that year 
while retaining his salaried job 
with the First Boston. which 
specializes in marketing utiliry 
securities. 

The date of Wenzell's resig- 
nation from the Budget Bureau 
coincided with the submission 
of the second Dixon-Yates pro- 
posal for construction of a 600.- 
000-kilowatt generating plant 
in the vicinity of Memphis, 
Tenn.

Who Knew About It? 

Then, too, did responsible 
Administration officials know 
of Wenzell’s dual role? Dodge 
obviously did, since he invited 
Wenzell to come to Washing- 
ton, but Dodge resigned as 
Budget Director in April 1954, 
before the formal contract ne- 
gotiations started. 

The AEC has said Wenzell’s 
double activities were not 
known to “his superiors in the 
Government.” But R. W. 
Cook, deputy general manager 
of the AEC, testified that he 
knew on Jan. 19, 1954, that 
Wenzell was a Budget Bureau 
adviser. He added that he was 
not aware at. that time that 
Wenzell was with First Boston.

AEC Counsel’s Opinion. 

In an opinion dated Nov. 15, 
1955, the AEC’s general coun- 
sel, William Mitchell, stated: 
“True, Wenzell’s activities were 
limited to the terms of refer- 
ence upon which the contract 
was based and ie did not par- 
ticipate in the lengthy and de- 
tailed negotiations which led 
to the contract itself, after the 
terms of reference were adopt- 
ed as the basis for negotia- 
tion , 

‘Nevertheless, those elements 
of the terms of reference upon 
which Wenzell advised both the 
Gavernment and the prime con- 
tractor (Dixon-Yates) remained 
one of the fundamental bases 
upon which the final contract 
was written. Therefore, there is 
a serious question as to wheth- 
er the contract was valid.”

‘Awkward’ Provision. 

Presentation of the Govern-. 
ment’s case required two weeks 
and produced some interesting 
sidelights, notably a statement 
by Dixon to the effect that he 
thought one key provision of 
the contract was “awkward” 
but that the Administration in- 
sisted on it. 

The awkward feature, Dixon 
said, was the designation of the 
AEC, rather than TVA, as the 
Government's contracting agent 
with the Dixon-Yates combine, 
composed of Middle South 
Utilities, Inc., Dixon's firm, 
and the Southern ‘Co., then 
headed by Eugene A. Yates, 
dead. 

Democratic Senators 
have charged that the Ad- 
ministration chose the AEC to 
sign the contract because TVA 
would never have agreed to it. 
It was charged that construc- 
tion of the privately-financed 
power. plant was a scheme to 
limit the growth of TVA by 
making it impossible for TVA 
to build a new plant of its 
own to meet Memphis’s power 
needs. ’ 

Ostensibly, power from the 
Dixon-Yates facility was to be 
fed into TVA lines at Mem- 
phis, to replace TVA power 
needed at atomic installations. 
This permitted the AEC, under 
the Atomic Energy Act. to ne- 
gotiate with the utility combine.

LOS ANGELES,

T aw spirit of rebellion has 
always been dear to the 
hearts of Americans. 

Patrick Henry, Thomas 
Payne, Peter Zenger, the Bos- 
ton Tea Partygoers and count- 
less others earned honored 
places in the pages of Ameri- 
can history by their stiff-necked 
refusal to bow to officialdom. 

The fire of defiance which 
their deeds kindled in succeed- 
ing generations of their coun- 
trymen smeulders on. It flick- 
ers each time someone tosses a 
pop bottle at a baseball umpire 
or swears at a traffic cop. 

But rarely in our highly or- 
ganized modern society does it 
burn as hotly as it does in the 
spare frames of the fabulous, 
feisty Flying Finn twins, whose 
incredible battle with the Gov- 
ernment over an aged airplane 
has written a colorful and be- 
wildering chapter in the chron- 
icles of jurisprudence. 

For when it comes to kicking 
the shins of constituted author- 
ity, few men since revolution- 
ary times have exhibited the 
verve and vigor of these two 
43-year-old brothers. 

Using determination and 
quick wittedness gs their sdle 
weapons and “‘citizen’s arrests,” 
hunger strikes and an almost 
unbelievable series of self- 
plotted legal maneuvers as 
their strategems, the Finns- 
have managed to keep federal 
nerves on edge and federal 
heads aching for five years. 


And the battle is far from 
ended. ‘ 

Only two weeks ago, the 
Slight; sinewy twins sounded 


the bugle for a new skirmish 
by making the second “citizen's 
arrest” of their stubborn cam- 
paign. This time their target, 
for an obscure legal reason, 
was an astonished superior 
court judge, Kenneth N. Chan- 
try, whom the Finns hand- 
cuffed on the steps of Los An- 
geles City Hall and marched 
off to the police station. 

The district attorney's office, 
by now accustomed to but by 
no means sympathétic with the 
Finns’ outlandish forays against 
the forces of government, 
bluntly refused to issue a com- 
plaint against the outraged 
jurist. Instead, an _ investiga- 
tion of the twins’ motives was 
ordered. 

+ * 


HE outcome of this latest 
t turn in the unique career 

of the ex-Air Force pilots 
is still in doubt, but the last 
time the Finns tried the “citi- 
ten’s arrest” maneuver, they 
wound up in a federal prison 
and almost. sacrificed their 
lives in defense of what they 
believe to be their rights. 

That was in 1954, and the 
“suspect” was United States 
Attorney Laughlin Waters, 
whom the Finns accused of 
witholding their war surplus 
airplane from them illegally. 

Just as they did with Judge 
Chantry, the Finns strolled up 
to the dignified Waters as he 
left a bar association meeting, 
clapped handcuffs on his wrists 
and hustled him off to the po- 
lice station. 

The state is expected to take 
a lenient view of the Chantry 
affair, but federal authorities 
were not so tolerant about hav- 
ing their chief representative 
of justice humiliated. 

The Finns were sentenced 
to prison, wound up in a men- 
tal ward and staged two hunger 
strikes that brought their fight 
perilously pear a tragic con- 
clusion. They survived their 
fast, however, and through it 
gained both their freedom and 
national attention that enabled 
them to flay the flanks of their 
foes with even greater aban- 
don than before. 

Perhaps the most awesome 
thing about the Finns’ war 
of attrition with the govern- 
ment is that, like the crusade 
of the Irish Republican Army 
in the emerald isles of the 
twins’ ancestors, it appears to 
be endless. 

George and Charles Finn 
still have not regained their 
airplane, and the litigation sur- 
rounding it is by now so com- 
plex that even the most skilled 
attorneys shudder at the 
thought of it. 


blue-eyed identical twins 

actually began, quietly 
enough, in 1950. Dreaming of 
starting their own air service, 
they purchased a war weary, 
stripped down C-46 transport 
plane from the Vineland School 
District in California’s Kern 
County for $200. 

That plane has since been 
remodeled and returned to 
duty and is involved in another 
legal dispute quite apart from 
the' Finns fight with the gov- 
ernment, but scareely less in- 
volved. 

Later, in 1951, the twins 
went airplane buying again and 
paid the same school district 
$21,000 for a second C-46, which 
was being used as a classroom. 
There was nothing particularly 
unusual about the transaction. 
Hundreds of such planes were 
sold through the War Assets 
Administration after World 
War II. 

But federal authorities, ob- 
viously not dreaming of what 
was to come, challenged the 
Finns’ right to the plane and 
the school district's right to 
sell it. 

. Their position was that the 
plane had been sold to the 
school district for a paltry $200 
to be used only for educational 
purposes, not to be refurbished 
for more air service.

The Government filed suit 
against the Finns for $198,000 
and the airplane, and late in 
1952, U.S. Attorney Walter S. 
Binns, who preceded Waters in 
the office, ordered the federal 
marshal to seize the plane 

It was then that things real- 
ly began to get involved. Dep- 
uty Marshal David Hayden was 
given the job of taking posses- 
sion of the plane for Uncle 
Sam. He reported back to his 
superiors that he had done so 
in a fully legal manner.

RMED with his statement, 
A Binns aids went to Federal 

Judge Harry C. Westover in 
Los Angeles and obtained an 
“oral” order restraining the 
Finns from using or in any way 
disturbing the craft. This alone 
might have been sufficient to 
cow the average man, but the 
Finns replied with a display of 
the headstrong individualism 
of which patriots are made 

They flew the C-46 to an 
abandoned airstrip near Death 
Valley Scotty's Castle in Ne- 
vada—a hideaway which news- 
papers later termed “Shangri- 
La’—and stood guard over it 
with a rifle. The government, 
Naturally, reacted with right- 
eous indignation. Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Leila Bulgrin swore 
out five arrest complaints 
against the Finns. 


The FBI captured George 
without a struggle as he guard- 
ed the airplane. He was jailed 
in Las Vegas, Nev., and the 
aircraft was impounded at Nel- 
lis Air Force Base, near the 
gambling resort. 

Then everyone went looking 
for brother Charles, who was 
out looking for bail money for 


George. Just about the time 
that he raised the necessary 
funds, Charles was nabbed, 
and the twins changed posi- 
tions. 

Finally the twins came to 
trial on contempt citations 


charging them with having vio- 
lated Judge Westover’s order 
agginst using the plane. But 
Marshal Hayden testified to 
everyone’s consternation, ex- 
cept the twins’, that he never 
had fulfilled the legal require- 
ments necessary to take posses- 
sion of the C-46. Judge West- 
over dismissed the contempt 
citation, leveled a few angry 
words at the United States at- 
torney’s office and threw the 
entire mess out of court.

Gill University, Charles for 
two years and George for three 
and one-half. 

Delving into law books, the 
brothers discovered. that a 
Californian can sue a non-resi- 
dent of the state who has 
harmed his property and at- 
tach any property which the 
non-resident holds within the 
State until the suit is settled. 
With this legal weapon, they 
went back to court and argued 
that the federal government 
was not a legal resident of 
California and thus was wide 
open to their suit. As a result, 
they were given a court order 


that made th. Government 
wince. It permitted the Finns 
to sue the Government and to 
seize all United States property 
in Los Angeles judical district 
pending the outcome of that 
suit. 


The twins were moderate, or 
so they thought. They might 
have gone down to the harbor 
and picked out a battleship, or 
they might have seized the im- 
posing Federal Building in Los 
Angeles. But instead they took 
their unprecedented paper to 
an air field and “seized” a 
spanking new, $2,000,000 C-97 


Stratocruiser. They 
tioned aée sheriff's 
guard it for them 
Federal 
aghast.

The Finns wefe back where 
they started from 

They went back to pounding 
the law books with renewed 
diligence and made an inter- 
esting discovery. 

In California, one citizen 
may legally “arrest” another 
whom he suspects of felonious 
conduct. In the Finns’ view, 
the Government, in the person 
of United States Attorney 
Waters, was illegally  with- 
holding their plane _ from 
them. This beitg a_ felony, 
they decided, Waters was 
subject to arrest Thus, on 
Jan. 21, 1954. the Finns raised 
the curtain on a comic opera 
worthy of Gilbert and Sullivan 
by “arresting’’ Waters on a 
downtown Los Angeles street 

Brother George occupied one 
manacle of the handcuffs to 


keep Waters in. tow. while 
Charles telephoned for a_ po- 
lice car. When the astounded 


policemen drove up, the twins 
demanded that Waters be taken 


to jail 

Waters demanded that the 
officers remove his handcuffs, 
but the nervous officers point- 
ed out that since they didn't 
arrest him, they could not le- 
gallv remove the cuffs. After a 


lengthy legal argument, the 
police department agreed to 
accept the illustrious prisoner 
and the manacles were re- 
moved. Then everyone’ con- 
cerned adjourned to the dis- 
trict attorney's office for more 
arguing 


As it turned out. Waters 
made a strategic withdrawal 
from the scene and the Finns 
wound up facing United

their “citizen's arrest” of 
a federal office ‘anarchy 
of a sort.” He, jailed them 
and accused them, among 


other things. of having assault- 
ed Waters. something the Finns 
insisted they had been careful 
not to do.

They believed, appar- 
ently with deep sincerity, that 
the law was on their side 


Thev reasoned that Judge 
Westover's order in their favo 
gave them all the legal basis 
they needed for exercising the 
“citizen's arrest a right fully 
provided for in California law

HEY were wrong. Judge 
T Westover's order. was not 
permitted in evidence at 
their trial, thus the twins had 
no defense. The assault charge 
was dropped, but the Govern- 


ment charged that the Finns 
had interfered with a federal 
officer in the conduct of his 
duty. 


The twins argued that 
Waters had been eating lunch, 
which was not an official duty, 
but Federal Judge Edward 
Murphy instructed the jury 
that a federal officer is on duty 
at all times, at least theoretic- 
ally.

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Those Fantastic Finn Twins 


guilty. When the decision was 


read in court, two women 
jurors wept openly. 
Judge Murphy offered 


George and Charles probation, 
but, characteristically, the 
twins refused it on the ground 
that acceptance would be a 
tacit admission of guilt. The 
judge sentenced them to one 
year in jail. He also denied 
them bail pending their ap- 
peal, a decision which started 
the Finns on the first of their 
famous hunger strikes. 
* - * 


T the federal detention fa- 
Aciits at Terminal Island, in 
the Los Angeles Harbor 
area, George and Charles stead- 
fastly refused to eat anything 


until they were admitted to 
bail. Their slim bodies wasted 
away. 


The strike continued for 23 
davs, during which Los An- 
geles newspapers took up the 
Finns’ cause and made their 
plight a human interest story 
of national interest. 

Federal authorities were ac- 
cused of drawing an iron cur- 
tain around the Finns to con- 
ceal the extent of their suf- 
fering. Scarcely a day passed 
without huge black headlines 
pleading for the twins and be- 
rating their prosecutors. 

After the twenty-third day, 
the Government surrendered. 
The brothers were released on 


$1000 bail each to await the 
outcome of their appeal, 
While they waited, they 


scored the greatest triumph of 
their war up to that point. The 
civil suit in which the Govern- 
ment was demanding their air- 
plane and $198,000 went to 
trial before Federal Judge Wil- 
liam Mathes 

Unlike Judge Murphy, Ma- 
thes admitted the Westover de- 
cision as evidence and, after a 
month of study, ruled that the 
airplane legally belonged to 
the Finns 

lie ordered the Government 
to return the plane _in_ the 
same condition in which it 
found it or to pay the twins 


$55,000. In either case, Judge 
Mathes decided, the Govern- 
ment owed the Finns $15 per 


day rental for every day it had 
held the craft 

George and Charles were ju- 
bilant. They felt they had won 
at last. Their Joy was short- 
lived 

\n appellate court turned 
down their appeal. from their 
criminal conviction for arrest- 
ing Waters, and the United 
States Supreme Court refused 
to review the case 

Back behind bars went the 
twins, but this time the Gov- 
ernment decides not to incar- 
cerate them in their sympa- 
thetic hometown. Instead, they 
were locked up at the Federal 
Medical Facility at Springfield, 
Mo 

Again the twins refused to 
eat, this time for 35 days. Dur- 
ing their first hunger strike, 
Charles had dropped from 138 
to 112 pounds and George from 
155 to 111 The second one 
cost them even more in weight 
and strength, but their rapidly 
worsening condition was kept 


hidden behind closed and 
guarded doors

HEN their situation be- 
W csi kKriown, the hue and 

cry across the nation made 
the clamor surrounding their 
first. fast seem pale by com- 
parison Letters poured into 
the White House, and Cali- 
fornia’s congressional  repre- 
sentatives came to the defense 
of the Finns, 

Prison officials pleaded, caj- 
oled and threatened the Finns, 
but still they would not eat. 
They were kept alive by beefy 
guards who pinned them down, 
rammed hoses down their noses 
and blew a malt compound into 
their stomachs, but it was ap- 
parent to everyone that this 
could not continue much long- 
er 

After the thirty-fifth day, 
Judge Murphy was asked to 
vacate the Finns’ sentence. He 
refused and, in his opinion, 
used words that were to be 
hurled back at his head from 
every quarter 

“Of course,” he wrote, “it 
would be an easy thing to fall 
prey te the idiocy of the mo- 
ment and give regard to the 
public clamor that seems to 
have gripped a segment of the 
peonie.... 

Newspapers from coast to 
coast picked up the statement 
and shook it like terriers with 


rats. They pointed out that 
among those suffering from 
“the idiocy of the moment” 


were California's senators and 
congressmen, not to mention 
many other men of repute. 

Finally, Sen. William Langer 
Rep.), N.D.. went to see the 
Finns in prison and promised 
that their case would be in- 
vestigated by a congressional 
committee if they would end 
their hunger strike. 

The twins, now near death 
from starvation, agreed, and 
the Government heaved a huge 
Sigh of relief. 

At about. the same time, 
Joseph Scott, Los Angeles’s 
most revered attorney and the 
man who nominated Herbert 
Hoover for President, became 
interested in the case and 
asked to be allowed to visit 
the twins. 

The prison warden refused. 
Scott, a man not accustomed 
to such. behavior, hurried to 
Washington to roar his protest 
in stentorian tones at the now 
sensitive ears of the Justice 
Department. At length, hé was 
successful in having the Finns

Although he has. done 
much distinguished writing, his “Deserts on the March” 
is still a cornerstone of the conservation movement. ‘Too 
long we have reckoned our resources in terms of illusion,” 
says Sears. “Money is but a metrical device—not the 
substance of wealth. Soil, water, minerals, vegetables and 
gmimal life—these are our capital, the basis of our exist- 
ence and the measure of our future.” And this one addi- 
tional quotation from Sears seems to me especially apropos 
for these years in which we are living: “A curious con- 
tradiction in the American character is our utter failure 
to see the connection between the word conservation— 
and the word conservative.”

Editor’s note: With the 
space barrier broken by Rus- 
sia's sputnik, an important 
step has been taken toward 
the goal of travel to the 
other planets in the solar 
system. For years the planet 
that has most intrigued 
scientists has been Mars. 
Debate has raged over 
whether there is life on the 
“red” planet. In the fol- 
lowing article Dr. Robert S. 
Richardson of the Mount 
Wilson and Palomar Observ- 
atories reports on the latest 
discoveries and theories in 
this field,)

HE whole question of life 
on Mars turns on the ques- 
tion of oxygen. 

If there were as much oxy- 
gen in the Martian atmosphere 
as there is in our own, we 
would consider the presence 
of life there as practically as- 
sured. All the other conditions 
for plant and animal life are 
fulfilled. 


There is a limited amount 
of water on Mars. Carbon di- 
oxide gas has been identified 
in its atmosphere. There is a 
daily temperature range from 
50 degrees Fahrenheit to 60 
degrees Fahrenheit at the 
equator at noon, down to pos- 
sibly as low as minus 90 de- 
grees Fahrenheit at midnight. 

We know that life does exist 
under approximately such con- 
ditions, as for example the 
Pamir plateau in central] Asia. 

Yet even on the most Mars- 
like places of the earth there 
is an abundance of oxygen 
compared to the most we can 
allow on the red planet. 

If we could establish an ob- 
servatory on the airless moon, 
we could settle the question in 
a few minutes. We would send 
the light from Mars through 
our telescope into a spectro- 


graph, a device for analyzing 
white light into ultra-violet, 
blue, green; yellow, red and 


infra-red light. 

We would photograph Mars 
in invisible infra-red light to 
see if certain absorption bands 
appear there. If present, we

would know at once that there 
must be oxygen in the atmos- 
phere of Mars, for oxygen

gen on Mars is based chief- 
ly upon some work done in 
1932-33 by Dr. Walter S. Ad- 
ams and Dr. Theodore Dunham 


Jr.. of the Mount Wilson Ob- 
servatory. It is because of this 
work that characters in sci- 


ence-fiction stories and space- 
men on Mars: have to wear oxy- 
gen equipment. 

Now Drs. Adams and Dunham 
never said there is NO oxygen 
on Mars. What they said was 
that if Martian oxvgen exists 
it must be to the extent of one 
percent of the quantity in the 
earth’s atmosphere. Writing in 


1938, Dr. Dunham put it this 
wav: 

“It would therefore be un- 
wise to say that there may 
not be enough of both water 
vapor and oxygen to support 
life in some form which may 


have become gradually adapt- 
ed to the rigorous conditions 
existing on Mars.” 

When we consider the in- 
credible number of ways that 
life on earth has adapted it- 
self to the most diverse con- 
ditions, it is hard to believe 
that life could not adapt itself 
to conditions on Mars. We still 
hagwe much to learn about the 
adaptation of life to a limited 
oxygen supply. : 


Among the few places in the 


world where this subject is 
being scientifically studied are 
some stations in the Andes, 
where the altitude reaches 
15,000 feet in one case 

People coming to this alti- 


tude from sea level become ex- 
hausted by the least exertion. 


They feel light-headed, weak 
and clumsy. 
Imagine their astonishment 


to see the natives playing soc- 
cer, running and shouting with 
no trace of discomfort. These 
natives come from generations 
of families in the Andes and 


appear to be especially well 
adapted for life at high alti- 
tude. 

Although averaging only 
slightly more than five feet, 
they lrave the chest capacity 
of men of six feet. The heart 
of the high altitude man is 
also larger 


The newcomer to the Andes 
gradually makes an adjustment 
that in time enables him to 
carry on his work tolerably 
well. But the adjustment made 
by the man born and raised at 
high altitude seems to be of a 
more deep-rooted type. that is 
still not thoroughly understood 
as vet. 

When we know more about 
life on earth under extreme 
conditions we will probably be 
in a better position to talk with 
assurance concerning the pos- 
sibility of life on other worlds.

results that came out of the 
international Mars conference 
at Flagstaff, Ariz., last June, 


was the announcement by Dr. 

Audouin Dollfus, of the Meu- 

don Obs®rvatory, Paris, that he 

had succeeded in _ identifying 

the material composing the 

reddish brown deserts of Mars.

HE mineral is called im- 
7 onite, a form of iron. oxide 

that is quite abundant upon 
the earth. Iron oxide is simply 
a chemical combination of the 
elements iron and oxygen to 
form what we generally desig- 
nate as “rust.” 

Dr. Dollfus was able to iden- 
tify the presence of limonite on 
Mars through certain pecullari- 
ties in the light reflected from 
the planet. He compared these 
peculiarities. with the light re- 
flected from various minerals, 
and found that limonite was 
the only one that matched the 
light from Mars The two 
matched so closely that identi- 
fication was about as positive 
as anything of this kind can be. 

Now all this sounds innocent 
enough. How can there be 
anything sinister for us in the 
discovery of extensive deposits 


There is nothing sinister 
about it at all until we con- 
sider the results in connection 


swith certain other facts 
known about Mars 
Assuming that Mars once 


had oxygen in its atmosphere, 
what has happened to it? There 


are various possibilities. The 
oxygen might have gradually 
escaped from the upper at- 
mosphere into outer space. An- 
other possibility depends upon 
the great chemical affinity of 
oxygen for other elements. 
Oxygen is always attacking 
other elements and_ usually 
succeeding unless special pre- 
cautions are taken to prevent 
it. Iron and other elements 
in minerals left exposed to the 
air will generally undergo ox- 


idation if there is moisture 
present 

The important thing to no- 
tice about oxidation in nature 
is that once it has occurred the 
process cannot be reversed. 
That is, once a nail has crum- 
bled to rust there is no easy 
way to change the rust back to 
iron and oxygen again Be- 


cause metals are expensive we 
go to considerable effort to 
protect them from the ravages 
of the air. 

But no one worries about 
the oxygen that is lost in the 
process. There is plenty of 
oxvgen in the air. It is all 
around us. “As free as the 
air’ is a cOmMmon expression. 
There is no need to worry— 
now. 

But consider the _ possible 
consequences millions of years 
hence. If we continue to lose 
oxygen to the soil at approxi- 
mately our present rate there 
can be but one result: Death 
from suffocation must surely 
overtake the human race from 
lack of oxygen. 

No wonder scientists have 
searched in vain for oxygen 
on Mars. The trouble is they 
are millions of years too late 
If our assumptions are correct 
the oxygen must have become 
locked in the soil—fossilized— 
ages ago. But evidence of its 
presence still remains—in the 
red color of the planet itself. 

Oxidation is going on con- 
tinually all around us: In 
crumbling rocks, rotting wood 
and decaying organisms. And 
so life on earth might end in 
a form of creeping death that 
comes so stealthily we would 
never be able to recognize it. 

In the words of the poet, the 
world may end, “Not witha 
bang but with a whimper.”

the Soviet satellite as West- 

ern observers view it today 
is not that the Russians have 
established a_ satellite. We 
knew it was merely a matter 
of time before they would suc- 
ceed and it was earnestly hoped 
that the Vanguard, our entry in 
the satellite sweepstakes, would 
be the first. The _ startling 


thing about the Russian “sput- 
nik’”’ was its great weight. 

The Russian news agency 
Tass announced the weight of 
the satellite as 184 pounds— 
about nine times as heavy as 
the Vanguard. 

How, say American scien- 
tists, could they have put so 
much weight into a satellite 
and what did they put into it? 
This weight problem is but 
one of many facets concerning 
sputnik which do not add up. 
Let us explore some of these. 

The first item to scrutinize 
is the method of getting this 
payload into the sky. Obviously 
the Russians used their larg- 
est rockets to do this. Back in 
1954 this observer knew the 
Russians had a rocket motor 
with a thrust of 264,000 
pounds. This was roughly 
four times the thrust of our 


T HE remarkable thing about 


Redstone, which was probably 
the largest motor in this coun- 
try at that time. 

To put 184 pounds into the 
sky means that the first stage 
had to be a monstrous thing. 
In the sophisticated Vanguard 
project we are putting 21'2 
pounds into the sky with a 
system with an “all-up” weight 
of 22,000 pounds. Thus theme 
is about 1000 pounds of fuel 
and “hardware” for every 
pound of payload we put into 
the sky. 

Again it must be stressed 
that the Vanguard is a most 
sophisticated system-in which 
American engineers have at- 
tained remarkable efficiencies 
in their motors. This feat we 
know the Russians have not 
duplicated. Therefore we may 
assume that for every pound 
of Russian satellite perhaps 
1500 pounds of fuel and hard- 
ware were used. 

om = a 

IF WE MULTIPLY the pay- 
load by 1500, we get an all-up 
weight of 276,000 pounds. This 
means the first stage must have 
been either a newer version of 
the big motor or two of them 
were used to drive the assem- 
bly into the sky. Thus. the 
thrust of the first stage was 
over a half million pounds. 

The second stage was re- 
puted to be an improved ver- 
sion of the V-2. This has a 
thrust of 77,000 and a range 
of over 400 miles. The third

stage. is believed to be either 
the old German Wasserfall or 
a new meteorological sounding 
rocket not too unlike our own 
Aerobee-Hi. This last stage 
would easily weigh from 6000 
to 8500 pounds and thus could 
easily house a 184-pound sat- 
ellite. 

Getting a 184-pound payload 
in the sky was not too great 
an effort with the hardware 


they possessed. But why put 
184 pounds in the sky. 

This is an answer Western 
scientists would like to have. 
At this moment, without in- 
formation from the Russians, 
they can only speculate. 

Some Western scientists be- 
lieve the satellite was built 
primarily for a propaganda de- 
vice and as such was to include 
nothing but a powerful trans- 
mitter. If this is the case, they 
succeeded. 


ae Se 
WHILE AMERICAN SCIEN- 
tists exploring the radio spec- 
trum for the best transmission 
frequency chose a frequency of 
30 megacycles, the Russians 


used two frequencies which 
bracketed the one we chose. 
They used 20 and 40 mega- 
cycles. 


The American scientists 
wanted a transmitter with an 
output of one-hundredth of a 
watt. The Russians built theirs 
100 times as powerful—they 


‘are broadcasting with a power 


of one watt. 

We have reason to believe 
the Russians did not use tran- 
sistors in their’ electronics. 
This immediately imposes a 
tremendous drain on any pow- 
er supply used. Perhaps from 
a quarter to one third of the 
satellite weight may have been 
used as mercury batteries to 
provide power for the trans- 
mitter. 

Thus we might account for 
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perhaps 60 pounds of the satel- 
lite as power supply, but what 
of the rest? Here we find our- 
selves stymied. There is no ob- 
vious answer. 


instrumentation has 
been hinted at in addition to 
the transmitter. Some reporis 
indicate a temperature-measur- 
ing device was installed. But 
in the Vanguard satellite this 
whole assembly weighs less 
than a pound. Where did the 
rest of the weight go? 


Could it have gone into the 
extra-heavy shell of the satel- 
lite because they did not trust 
a thin layer of material? Was 
this purposely made heavy so 
they could pressurize the satel- 
lite with nitrogen to insure 
operation of the transmitter? 

Was there an_ instability 
problem in the third stage 
which could only be rectified 
by the added weight, as in the 
case of the old German V-2? 

All sorts of guesses can be 
made, but unless the Russians 
tell us precisely what they have 
used in this high satellite 
weight, our only conclusions 
must be they lack, the subtlety, 
the finesse, the precise engi- 
neering which is embodied in 
the Vanguard equipment. 

To this observer there is a 
reassuring side to this story. 
When we overtake the Rus- 
sians in the satellite field, they 
will stay behind: this time.

paroled. But the fasting had 
not diminished the twins’ de- 
termination. They refused to 
sign parole papers, declaring 
that they had committed no. 
crime in the first place. 

Scott informed them that if 
they signed the papers ‘‘under 
protest,’ the parole would be 
meaningless. The Finns were 
willing to compromise to that 
extent, and to this day they 
insist that they have made no 
effprt'to fulfill the conditions 
of parole laid down for them. 

In October of 1955, Senator 
Langer kept his promise and 
brought a Senate subcommittee 
to Los Angeles to look into the 
Finns’ case. The object was 
to determine whether’ the 
t is’ civil rights had been 
violated. 

The Finns contend that the 
man chosen as chief counsel 
for the committee, Walter Ely, 
was a Close friend of Laughlin 
Waters. Whether that was true 
and whether it had any bearing 
on the outcome of the hearing, | 
the fact is that most of the 
hearing was consumed with 
wrangling between Ely, the 
Finns’ representatives and the 
committee over what would be | 
admitted as evidence. 

When it was all over, aed 
tor Langer promised the Finns | 
that a more extensive hearing 
would be held later in Wash-. 
ington. A one-day hearing was 
held later in the capitol, but it 
was inconclusive. 

Langer left town with a part- 
ing blast at “prison autocrats”’ 
who had denied the twins the 
right to see attorney Scott. 

In the meantime, the Finns — 
suffered another setback. The 
Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals | 
upheld the decision restoring 
the plane to the Finns but set | 
aside the rental fees. The court | 
ruled that the fees amounted | 
to damages and that damages 
could be awarded only if the 
Finns counter-sued the govern- 
ment—which they could not do. 
without the government's per- 
mission. Senator Langer has 
prepared a bill, row in the 
hands of the Senate judiciary 
committee, which would allow 
the twins to do just that. 

While all this is going on, 
the airplane is still rusting 
away at Nellis Air Force Base, 
near Las Vegas, and more. 
legal entanglements are spring- 
ing up around it like weeds. 

Where it will stop no one 
knows, least of all the twins.

USICAL INSTRUMENTS in the shapes of warriors, danc- 

ers, animals, birds and conchs are on exhibition in New 

York City at the Andre Emmerich Gallery. They were 

made 500 to 3000 years ago by artisans living in and around 

the Central Valley of Mexico and on the west coast of South 
America. : 

Unearthed by archeologists, they can still be played with 
remarkable clarity of tone. Using vow J these instruments, 
Com Peggy Glanville - Hicks created “Prelude and Presto 
or Ancient American Instruments” as a commissioned work 

the exhibition. 

The number and variety of instruments found imply that 
music played an ry Se role in the lives of these ancient 
peoples. An early Spanish missionary in Mexico, Friar Tor- 
quemada, wrote: “One thing I can affirm truthfully, that not 
in all the kingdoms of Christendom are there as many flutes, 
oboes, sackbuts, horns, trumpets and drums like in this land.” 

Most of the instruments are objects of art as well as func- 
tional whistles, rattles, flutes, drums and rasps. Many were 
sculptured to look like they sounded. A nail owl - like figure 
produces a hooting sound; a frog-shaped whistle, a deep- 
toned croak. Although many were fashioned in simple, toy- 
like shapes, others were sculptured with sophisticated artistry, 
decorated with polychrome ee 

Pre-Columbian music was on oper | and rhythm; 
harmony. was still unknown. Although most of the instruments 
produce a single note, a few like the flutes Panpipes, have 
scales with which one can play controllable notes. In com- 
posing her “Prelude and Presto for Ancient American Instru- 
ments,” Miss Glanville -Hicks had to try all the instruments 
first to learn their individual tones and notes. Then, when she 
wanted a certain note and tone, she would mark her score for 
the particular instrument that produced them. :

Highway; Vandeventer Bottleneck Eliminated

The Market street cutoff is one segment of the Daniel Boone Ex- 
pressway, which eventually will extend from Tenth and Walnut 
streets in downtown St. Louis into St. Louis County. Now under 
construction is a two-mile segment of the expressway through 
Richmond Heights, the connecting link between U.S. Highway 40 
at Brentwood boulevard and the p Roo Highway. This segment 
will join the Express ae in Forest Park, just east of Skinker 
boulevard. It is scheduled to be completed in the spring of 1959.

UDAPEST IS RESTORING its buildings that were shat- 
tered during the bloody anti-Communist revolt a year 
ago. But many of the Hungarian capital's scars remain. 

Despite government claims that restoration work is nearly 
completed, crews of masons, painters, carpenters and plas- 
terers are busily plying their trades on damaged structures. 
A report by an American news r man estimates that it 
will be next spring before the ‘ob of masking the damage is 
finished. 

Destruction in Budapest was spotty. About 50 buildings - 
were destroyed during the bitter battles of October and No- 
vember, 1956. Nearly 20,000 apartment units were dam- 
aged to complicate further an already desperate housing 
shortage. Today there are 200,000 persons — out of a popu- 
lation of about 2,000,000 — being sheltered by friends or 
relatives. Some 590 shops were battered. In a city that 
during the revolt rapidly became food conscious because 
of panic buying and troop demands, restaurants, pastry 
shops, coffee houses and bars suffered the most. 

Structural wounds are being patched more easily than 
are the feelings of the people. Citizens are grim. They see 
little immediate future for their country, rarely talk politics. 
In some quarters there is bitterness toward the West. There 
is more unity in their feeling concerning the Russians. It is 
a feeling of hatred.

Deep oil (vegetable ) is heated to 350 degrees 
for frying fish. A whole fish, which takes twice as long 
to cook, is started first; steaks are put in when the 


whole fish is half cooked—in approximately 12 min- 
utes —so that both may be served piping hot at the 
same time. If oil is deep enough, the tail of whole fish 
will usually turn up to add a decorative touch. 


INGREDIENTS 


Whole fish (three - fourths to one pound) 

Two to three steaks (about same weight as whole fish) 
Flour and fine cracker crumbs as needed 

Salt and pepper to taste 

Vegetable oil for frying

Yet if death were to 
come on the morrow — as well it might — I felt they 
would meet it with supreme dignity.

As you know from newspaper headlines, Russian bigwigs 
lead in-again, out-again lives. One month they're at the top 
of the bureaucratic heap, the next — well, who can tell? 

Often you get the first clue to Red political shake-ups from 
behind-the-Iron Curtain photos. These can relate a story 
the Soviets prefer not to put into words.

Now it’s Marshal Georgi 
Zhukov, Defense Minister, who flanks the No. 1 man on his 
left. On the other side is still another comer, Deputy Premier 
Anastas Mikoyan. And if you look hard, you can see 
Bulganin — or part of his face and arm — behind Zhukov. 

What do the photos mean? Zhukov, symbol of Red mili- 
tary might, is atop the heap; the Red Army is at the peak of 
its political power. Bulganin is down below looking up.

a housewife! 


A look at facts too few wives—or husbands—appreciate

DETROIT, MICH. 
Not long ago, in my presence, someone asked a friend 
of mine her occupation. “Oh,” she said with a touch 
of apology, “I’m just a housewife.” 

How many times, in the course of my years as 
teacher and consultant on home economics, I’ve heard 
that expression. This woman had brought up four chil- 
dren. She ran a highly efficient, well-ordered home. 
She was prominent in the community. 

In these three roles, she was, in an average week, 
a minimum of 13 things — purchasing agent, money 
manager and accountant, dietitian, practical nurse, 
child psychologist, interior decorator, social secretary, 
teacher, chauffeur, landscape artist, laundress, cook, 
maid of all work — and, often enough, carpenter, 
plumber and painter. This list does not include her 
talents as an executive, which every good homemaker 
must be, nor her personal inspirational value to her 
husband and children. 

But none of these things she did so successfully, 
and sometimes simultaneously, seemed very important 
to my friend. She was “just a housewife.” In her view, 


that described a job that was nothing to be proud of. 

It is something to be proud of, and American women 
—- and men, too — should realize it.’Today the job 
of housewife (I personally prefer the word home- 
maker ) is more important than ever. The trend toward 
the suburbs gives the woman increased responsibility 
in managing the household. The modern home itself, 
with its batteries of mechanical labor-savers, adds new 
and different burdens in machine operation and time- 
budgeting. To work in a modern kitchen requires effi- 
cienty as well as a deft hand with the spices. Inflation- 
ary times put pressure on the komemaker’s financial 
wizardry. Increased rights for women mean increased 
community duties. 

To be a good homemaker entails real talent and 
know-how, in almost endless supply. Some women 
realize it. As a result, our homemaking classes here at 
Wayne State University and at similar colleges and 
adult-education centers are jammed. Women want 
more knowledge and new techniques to cope with the 
modern home and family. 

Yet these same women are among the first to apolo- 
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gize for their jobs. Why? Partly, I think, because of 
the age-old feeling that man’s work is worthwhile be 
cause he goes out and earns the bread, while his wile 
waits at home for him, “just” keeping the house and 
minding the children. Another part of the answer is 
that many ‘of today’s homemakers held jobs before 
marriage. Every week they drew a pay check. Obvi 
ously, then, they were. doing something worthwhile; 
the pay check proved it. But now, in a job infinitely 
more taxing and more complex, they draw no pa\ 
check. How can a job amount to anything if you're 
not paid for it? 


How Much for a Year’s Cleaning? 


Turn that thought inside out, however, and you're 
nearer the truth. A homemaker draws no wages not 
because she’s worth nothing, but because she’s worth 
too much to put a price on. If she were paid at going 
rates for everything she did, just about every wage 
earner in the country would be deeply in debt. 

A few random samples will give you an idea of the 
financial worth of a wife: 
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e A cleaning woman receives about $7 a day here in 
Detroit. For cleaning six days a week (at least), 52 
weeks a year, a homemaker’s wages would be about 
$2,200. 

e A cook — a good cook — in our kitchens is paid 
$2.50 an hour. Cooking probably takes up three hours 
a day; the yearly rate would be $2,700. 

e A baby-sitter draws between 50¢ and $1 an hour. 
For a homemaker, baby-sitting is a 24-hour-a-day job. 
Even at 50¢ an hour, this would amount to $4,300 in 
a year. 

And this covers only the basics of housekeeping, 
cleaning, cooking and child care. (You could add to 
them the wages of a dishwasher and laundress.) How 
can you compute the value of the less menial jobs 
every homemaker must perform, every day? What 
wages do you calculate for a part-time purchasing 
agent who, at the same time she mentally checks her 
shopping list, is removing the children’s snowsuits and 
keeping an eye on the stew? Look at the myriad tasks a 
homemaker must juggle. Think about them. Then 
try to place even an approximate value on them. 


She must be a good buyer. In fact, our whole econ- 
omy is geared to her skill in “consumership.” Women 
either spend or influence the spending of 90 per cent 
of the average family income. On the same day a 
woman spends 29 cents for a set.of salt-and-pepper 
shakers, she may spend several hundred dollars for 
furniture. In each case she must weigh carefully the 
choices lying within the family means. 

She must be an interior decorator. She must blend 
an eye for color and taste with a knowledge of utility 
and durability in order to create surroundings that 
give pleasure to the whole family. 

She must be a dietitian. Her family’s health depends 
on the meals planned and prepared at home; to do this 
well requires the knowledge of a nutrition expert plus 
the skill of a high-priced chef. 

She must be a child psychologist. How many times 
a day must she decide when to lavish praise and when 
to mete out discipline? How and when to mediate dis- 
putes between the 6-year-old and the 4-year-old? How 
to make each of them feel loved and wanted? 

She must be a textile expert — and, often, a de- 


signer and tailor-dressmaker as well. She must be able 
to predict which garments will wear best, which will 
resist fading and shrinking. Often she must see that 
last year’s pajamas become this year’s shorties or last 
year’s blue jeans this year’s walking shorts. 

She must be a practical nurse. She must know how 
to treat a fever, how to bandage scraped knees and 
when to dole out aspirin. She must be an expert on 
chest rubs and hot-water bottles and stroking the pa- 
tient’s brow. 

She must be a social secretary. Who else would 
arrange the family’s many activities — the dancing 
lessons, parties, PTA meetings, church socials — and 
keep them straight? Often enough, she also is the 
chauffeur who makes attendance possible. Meanwhile, 
she must handle many of the family’s business affairs 
— the dealings with milkman and garbage collector 
and banker and laundry and carpenter and tax col- 
lector. 

She must be a human-relations expert. She is the 
family’s delegate to neighborhood and community. 
The neighborhood squabbles, the relations between 
home and school, the techniques of moral and religious 
guidance require her sure touch. 

Add these together on a salary basis, pro-rating the 
time spent on each, and you get a total far beyond the 
capacity of most husbands to pay. The figure scarcely 


_ could be less than $20,000 a year. How many wage 


earners make that? How many other jobs are worth 
that much? 


Suppose They Went On Strike? 


Even then, you wouldn't get a completely accurate 
tally of a homemaker’s value. Think of the overtime 
pay, the holidays worked, the vacations that are not 
vacations. Perhaps what homemakers need to empha- 
size their importance is a nation-wide strike. You can 
imagine the results, if, some morning, all 40 million 
American homemakers refused to work: workers with- 
out breakfast, crippled industries, schools behind 
schedule, empty stores, complete chaos. 

But even if you could make all these calculations, 
you still would not find the real value of a homemaker. 
For her greatest value is intangible. No one can put a 
cash price on the inspiration she gives her husband 
and children. No one can quote in dollars and cents 
the love she lavishes on them. No one can pay her 
enough to compensate for her heartache and worry 
when things go wrong in the lives closest to her own. 

Today, two of five women with children of school 
age hold jobs outside the home. But most of them 
place the job second and the home first. They work to 
earn money to make their homes even better, to give 
their children even more opportunity. The number of 
job-holding women testifies to the home’s importance, 
not to its unimportance. 

How can they juggle a home and a job? They can 
da it because the American homemaker’s stock in 
trade is juggling a dozen things at once, like the chil- 
dren’s tummy-aches and the soup for supper and the 
milk bill and the upcoming PTA meeting and the socks 
that need darning. They can do it by experience in a 
home infinitely more complicated, if less back-break- 
ing, than their mothers’. They can do it by a high 
powered executive ability that would do credit to the 
president of a large corporation. 

“Just a housewife?” Just a job that calls for talent 
in every field of human experience. Just a job that 
makes new demands and assigns new responsibilities 
day by day. Just the proudest calling in the world. Just 
the job, in fact, that keeps the whole world turning. B

SANDRA DEE: 
Doomed to stardom 


From model to actress can be a dangerous step—

HOLLYWOOD. 
What would you do if you had a 14-year-old 
daughter who earned $40,000 a year? 

Mr. and Mrs. Eugene Douvain of New 
York City were faced with that pleasant 
dilemma last year when their dark-blonde, 
brown-eyed child Alexandria became the top 
teen-aged model in the world. 

A former theatrical agent, Mr. Douvain 
wanted Sandra to stop modeling and live the 
life of a normal young girl. Modeling, he 
knew from experience, might well lead his 
child into the jungle world of show business 
— and he didn’t want that. Mrs. Douvain, 
on the other hand, felt that “Sandy should be 
allowed to go as far as her beauty and talent 
will carry her.” 

Then, unexpectedly, Mr. Douvain died. 
His wife took over. Today Alexandria Dou- 
vain has become Sandra Dee, young Holly- 
wood actress doomed to stardom. ° 

In her first picture, MGM’s current Until 
They Sail, Sandra plays a New Zealand girl 
growing up in a parentless home. She worked 
six weeks on it and was paid $6,000. In her 
second, Universal’s Teach Me How to Cry, 
she portrays the illegitimate daughter of a 
pathetic mother and stars opposite rising 
newcomer John Saxon. For her third role in 
a year she will play the lead in Maureen 
Daly’s novel, Seventeenth Summer. So you 
can see that her studio publicity department 
is not exaggerating when it calls Sandra Dee 
“the hottest young female property in the 
business.” 

Now under long-term contract to Uni- 
versal-International, Sandra starts at $1,000 
a week with yearly options. By the time she’s 
20, she should be earning $3,500 a week. 
She lives with her mother in a hillside home 
equipped with a swimming pool. She drives 
a Buick, owns a mink stole, has two dogs. 

At the same time, she has no friends of her 
own age. She never has dated a boy. She 
never has been kissed except in line of duty. 
She never has gone to a dance. She diets con- 
stantly (example: no desserts). She lives in 
a purely adult world, bombarded daily by 
such statements as, “Sweetie, you are the 
greatest natural actress I have ever seen.” 


The truth is that Sandra has virtually no 
acting experience. What she does have is 
those two Hollywood basics, a pleasing per- 
sonality and a photogenic face. Her smile is 
warm, friendly, wholesome. When_ she 
reaches full maturity, she may be a dazzler 
indeed. 

She claims she is shy and sensitive, “the 


complete opposite of my mdther.” Yet she ° 


knows that since the age of 13 she has been 
leading an extraordinary life and now is well 
on her way to thorough immersion “in the 
show business my Daddy never liked. You 
see,” she explains, “Daddy used to represent 
various theatrical artists, and he saw how few 
of them could really handle success, and 
what success had done to them. And he didn’t 


want that to happen to me ever. But here I 


am, somewhat of a success. So it’s a funny 
sort of feeling I have.” 


She Was Second Choice 


Sandra’s modeling career began in 1955, 
when she was attending public school in New 
York City. A girl in her class was interviewed 
for a magazine modeling job, missed out be- 
cause she was too’small, suggested Sandra try 
for it. “I went up there,” she says. “They not 
only gave me the job but photographed me for 
a cover the very next day. After that I signed 
with the Conover agency, then moved over to 
the Huntington Hartford agency. Before long 
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ON THE SCREEN, Sandra looks sad beside a 
grim-faced John Saxon in Teach Me How to Cry. 
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| was working on six jobs a day at $35 
an hour. 

“Then one day,” Sandra continues, 
“I was walking through the NBC build- 
ing in New York. A television producer 
stopped me in the hall and took my 
name and address. A few weeks later 
I was on the Vaughn Monroe program. 
Between modeling and TV I made 
more than $80,000 in two years. 

“Last year Ross Hunter, a producer 
from Universal, came to New York to 
cast Teach Me to Cry. He interviewed 
400 girls for the part and chose me for 
a screen test. That’s how I came to Hol- 
lywood. Before my contract with U-I 
was finalized, I did Until They Sail for 
MGM.” 

When you ask Sandy which she pre-

fers, modeling or acting, she says 


quickly, “Acting gives me more satis- 
faction, but I must say I didn’t mind 
working as a model. Except for the 
mothers — you know,the mothers of 
the other models. They were so jealous, 
so conniving. 


“I'd call another model my age on 
the phone. I could hear her mother in 
the background: ‘Find out where she’s 
working. Find out how much she’s get- 
ting. Find out the contact.’ Honestly, 
the mothers are just terrible. They drive

their daughters so hard. I haven't 
found that in Hollywood.” 

The reason Sandra hasn't found that 
in Hollywood is because she’s been too 
busy to look. The history of this town 
bulges with stories of actresses who 
became stars only because their moth- 
ers pushed them. Betty Grable once told 
me, “I would never have become an 
actress if it hadn’t been for my mother.” 
“I never liked to act,” Elizabeth Taylor 
has confessed, “and if it weren’t for my 
mother, I never would have.” As a re- 
sult of such tactics, some actresses to- 
day are barely on speaking terms with 
their mothers. 


“I’m Basically Ambitious” 


Surprisingly level-headed at 15, 
Sandra says she bears her mother no 
resentment for guiding her into show 
business, “because I’m basically ambi- 
tious myself, and I love to act, and 
after I get to be 22, I’m going to settle 
down and get married and quit this 
business, anyway, and by that time 
maybe I'll have a few dollars and a lot 
of experience.” 

By that time, observers here hope a 
normal life for Sandra Dee won't be 
too late. “Doomed to stardom” can be 
a phrase with more than one meaning.

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CHIEF Taylor: To people in Hubbardston, 
Mass., he’s generally known as “Howdy 


HUBBARDSTON, MASS. 
One evening last July a routine town meeting 
was underway in this small, pleasant New 
England community. Before its end, resi- 
dents were shocked to learn three facts: 1) 
irresponsible teenagers can upset the normal 
life of a whole town; 2) some parents just 
don’t care; 3) as a result, Hubbardston was 
losing its entire police force. 

The facts were spelled out by one of Hub- 
bardston’s most popular citizens, Police Chief 
Howard Taylor. Attending the meeting with 
his three assistants—also liked and respected 
—he made his announcement simply. 

“We're fed up and discouraged with par- 
ents who won't back us up,” he said. “We're 
through!” 

What was he talking about? Well, late one 
night three carloads of teenagers had raced 
abreast down the main street. Another night, 
a man had scrambled frantically from his 
car after he thought he’d run over a body — 
old clothes stuffed with straw. A young 
mother had narrowly averted a bad crash 
after a youth gunned his car in front of hers 
and yelled, “Wanna race?” A citizen’s mail- 
box had been ripped apart by an explosion. 


A Grim Warning 


“I’m warning you,” Taylor told the select- 
men. “Unless we parents do something about 
the way our kids drive and act, somebody is 
going to get killed!” 

At that very moment, a truck carrying sev- 
eral teenagers was rounding a curve here. 
One boy fell off and was badly hurt. The 
incident dramatically underscored Taylor’s 
warning—and his resignation. 

Thereafter, for 10 solid weeks, this town 


A town that 


Fed up with teenagers, they 


had no official police on duty. And for 10 
weeks residents were forced to see that the 
issue, teenagers vs. the law, was truly a 
personal issue, felt in every home. Three big 
questions were at issue: 

Did Hubbardston have more lawlessness 
than other towns? Apph&rently not. Says a 
mother: “We moved here to get away from 
another town where the teenagers are terrible. 
Here there’s only a little friction between 
parents on how children should act.” Adds 
Chief Taylor: “This is a wonderful town. 
We have no juvenile-delinquency problem— 
just a few parents to whom we've appealed 
in vain for help.” 3 


Others Backed Him 


Certainly, juvenile behavior causes trouble 
almost everywhere. After his resignation, 
Taylor received letters from law officers 
throughout the country. Wrote one: “We 
sympathize with you 100 per cent.” 

Next, was Taylor at fault? No. Citizen 
after citizen backed Taylor. Says a school- 
board member: “He’s the best chief a town 
could have. He’s interested in the welfare of 
these youngsters.” Says a teenager: “He’s a 
great guy. I respect him.” Agreed many: “We 
want him back.” 

What, then, was the matter? The finger 
points squarely at parents. A 17-year-old boy 
says: “Chief Taylor tries to keep from haul- 
ing us into court where we'd get a black 
mark. Instead, he appeals to our parents. 
Most of our folks cooperate. But some don’t. 
A police chief like that just can’t win when 
there are a few parents who will always let 
him down.” 

A father says: “It’s not the kids who are at

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fault here, or in any other town with 
the same trouble. It’s us grownups.” 
Adds a mother: “Parents stand up for 
their children too much when they 
know the children are wrong.” 

Ask the question of parents whose 
teenagers have been in trouble. Their 
answers are revealing. One father: 
“Oh, boys will be boys. They just have 
to outgrow it.” Another: “I don’t know 
anything about it at all.” A mother 
shrugs her shoulders and says: “Well, 
we try to control our boy. But I've told 
his father, ‘He'll act just as you act, and 
have the same attitude.’ ” 

Says one thoughtful parent: “They're 
good kids, basically. The best lesson 
in the world is to take their cars away. 
But some folks won't do that.” 

Meanwhile, what did Hubbardston 
do after its police force quit? Another 
town meeting was held, Paylor and his 
men asked to return. But they were 
firm. The town council then appointed 
thtee “special policemen.” 

One of the three, a selectman, soon 
"~ the problem firsthand. One night 
he avas called to stop several teenagers 
who were screeching through town 
with squealing tires and popping muf- 
Hers. But the youths were gone when

he got downtown. An hour later, back 
in bed, he heard a car roar down his 
street, skid 30 feet in front of his house 
before speeding away. “It was open de- 
fiance,” said one of the regular police- 
men who had quit. 


Taylor Returns 


State police were called in. But the 
responsibility was, first and last, that 
of this town’s 1,162 citizens. For 10 
weeks residents pleaded with Taylor to 
return. At last, after assurances that the 
town would truly be behind him, 
Taylor put on his badge and went back 
to. duty. 

As to the other policemen, one re- 
turned with Taylor. But another has 
found a different job, and the third, 
still wary, has decided to “wait and 
see” before committing himself. 

Today the Chief is hopeful. “We're 
going to clamp down on trouble mak- 
ers,” he says, “no matter who they are.” 
In recent weeks the streets here have 
been quiet. Apparently the parents at 
last are behind the police. 

But the question remains: Could 
your town become another Hubbard 
ston? It is a question to which only 
parents seem to hold the answer. &

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Others Can Mediate 
With Christ — For US 


Catholics always have believed 
this, although at times they are 
criticized for it. 

“Christ,” some sincere people 
say, is our sole Redeemer and our 
sole Mediator. We don’t need any- 
one else to mediate or intercede 
for us.” 

This misunderstanding, we are 
sure, will be quickly cleared away 
in the mind of any fair-minded 
Christian when the Catholic teach- 
ing and belief are explained.

Church, He was obviously insti- 
tuting a succession of human 
“deputies” to serve as intermedi- 


_aries between Himself and the 


faithful. 

In the administration of Bap- 
tism, for example, Christ dispenses 
one of the gifts of Redemption 
through a purely human agent. 
This is true also in the other Sacra- 
ments, and in no wise does the 
administrator detract from the 
honor due Christ or interfere with 
man’s direct approach to God. 


SUPREME 


The Apostles repeatedly asked 
their disciples to “pray for us,” 
and St. Paul admonished the faith- 
ful to “pray for one another... 
that you may be healed...” In- 
deed, if Christ did not intend to 
have intermediaries between Him- 
self and men, would St. Paul have 
told us that “God hath set some in 
the church, first apostles, secondly 
prophets, thirdly teachers, after 
that miracles, then gifts of heal- 
ings...” (1 Corinthians 12:28)? 

Yes, others can mediate with 
Christ in our behalf. And their 
example and prayers can often 
work a vast miracle in our spir- 
icual lives... for indeed “the pray- 
er of a righteous man availeth 
much.” How much is indicated by 
the words of St. Paul to Timothy, 
reminding him that by holding 
true to the doctrine “thou wilt 
save both thyself and those who 
hear thee” (1 Timothy 4:16).

How much should you weigh for the rest of 


your life? Twenty or so pounds more at age . 


60 than at 30? If you think that, you're 
wrong. Those added pounds might spell 
serious trouble. 

Take a look at the tables below. Find your- 
self in them. You'll discover that at age 50 — 
and thereafter — you actually should weigh 
about 14 per cent less than at age 35. 

This new, surprising conclusion comes 
from Dr. Charles F. Wilkinson, Jr., of New 
York University-Post Graduate Medical 
School. From age 35 to 50, he says, body 
muscle is likely to decrease in weight because 
of sedentary living; as it does, it is replaced 


by fat. Thus total body weight may stay the 
same, but the percentage of fat will be rising 
steadily. 

That, in turn, can endanger your health 
by aggravating heart trouble, high blood 
pressure and other conditions. 

To find ideal weights to age 50 (when 
muscles stabilize ), Dr. Wilkinson and others 
have studied fat-to-muscle ratios in persons 
of all ages. They offer one consolation: As 
you move past age 35, your body needs less 
food to operate smoothly and you should want 
to eat less. Thus, reaching your proper weight 
(as shown below) may be somewhat easier 
than you think. a
